LONDON,  Nov  30  —An  epic  story 
of  the  escape  of  two  R  A  P.  officers 
from  savage  tribesmen  after  their 
machine  had  made  a  perilous  forced 
landing  in  the  wilds  of  AghanLstan 
has  just  been  published. 

The  story  Is  told  in  the  official  re- 
port on  the  air  operations  which 
resulted  in  the  ruccessful  evacuation 
of  the  British  and  foreign  legations 
1at  Kabul  during  the  Afghanistan 
rebellion. 

The  two  officers  were  Flight - 
Lieutenant  Rlvelaw-Chapman  and 
Flying  Officer  A.  R.  8.  Davles, 
who,  on  January  29  last,  left  Rlsal- 
pur  Airdrome  In  a  Vickers'  Victoria 
troop-carrying  machine  to  fly  over 
the  snow-capped  mountains  to  res- 
cue Europeans  from  Kabul 

After  about  two  hours  flying,  when 
the  machine  was  some  3.">00  feet  up, 
both  engines  started  to  "fade  ' 
"Luckily."  writes  Flight-Lieutenant 
|  Chapman  in  his  report,  "we  spotted 
what  seemed  from  the  air  to  be  a 
small  area  of  flat  surface  and  Just 
managed  to  get  down  on  it  both 
engines  having  completely  ceased  to 
function  while  we  were  still  in  the 
air. 

"I  found  we  were  on  a  small 
plateau,  roughly  sixty  yards  square, 
undulating  and  strewn  with  small 
boulders,  with  a  steep  drop  of  about 
200  feet  on  three  sides. 

"From  the  air  the  surrounding 
country  had  looked  entirely  deserted 
but  within  a  few  minutes  we  were 
surrounded  by  a  seething  mass  of 
wildly  -  shouting,  heavily  -  armed 
Afghans,  who  surged  round  and  In 
the  machine,  and  raised  a  veritable 
Babel  In  their  highly-pitched 
'pushtu'." 

Neither  Flight -Lieutenant.  Chap- 
man nor  Flying  Officer  Davles  could 
speak  the  language,  and  were  doing 
their  best  to  make  themselves  under- 
stood by  signs  when  a  man  arrived 
wearing  a  military  greatcoat  who 
restored  order,  quieted  the 
demonlum  and  took 
ransom  chits

this  was  Noor  Mahomed  Khan  a

MANY  ARE  DEAD 
The  total  deaths  attributed  to  the 
storm  stood  tonight  at  twenty-two. 
Of  these,  eleven  were  dead  ln  Chi- 
cago, nine  In  Ohio,  one  ln  Indiana 
and  one  in  Wisconsin  Three  of 
Chicago's  dead  were  froaen. 

Chicago  expected  a  minimum  of 
fourteen  degrees  above  tonight  to 
contrast  with  the  zero  touched  last 
night,  and  forecasters  predicted  the

SPOILED  BALLOTS 
Under  the  new  system  it  Is  not 
necessary  for  the  presiding  officer 
to  cause  delay  and  possibly  annoy- 
ance by  satisfying  himself  that  all 
of  the  ballots  of  the  set  are  placed 
,ln  the  ballot  box  by  the  voter  be- 
cause m  the  event  of  one  or  more 
of  the  ballots  being  abstracted  the 
remaining  ballots  In  the  set  become 
|  spoiled  ballots  and  therefore  are  not 
counted  In  other  words,  only  com- 
plete sets  of  ballots  are  considered 
good.  Under  these  circumstances  any 
ballot  which  an  unprincipled  Voter 
may  succeed  In  tearing  out  and 
!  "selling"  is  automatically  treated  as 
a  spoiled  ballot.  The  "circulating 
bailor  is  rendered  an  impossibility 
At  present,  when  the  poll  closi 
and  the  ballot  boxes  are  opened  the 
ballots  for  mayor,  etc  .  are  loose  or 
folded  up  together,  and  have  to  be 
opened,  separated,  and  placed  In 
social  piles  At  the  conclusion  of 
this  long  and  out-of-date  process 
the  ballots  in  each  pile  are  counted 
according  to  the  division  and  sep- 
arate tally  sheets  are  used  Under 
the  new  system  this  whole  operation 
Is  very  much  simplified  and  speeded 
up.  for  the  plan  obviates  the  neces- 
sity of  handling  three  or  four  or 
more  different  sheets.  It  presents 
all  four  (or  morei  divisions  In  the 
same  order  in  each  case,  and  for 
this  reason  one  single  tally  sheet 
bearing  the  names  of  all  the  candi- 
dates In  all  divisions  Is  used  thus 
very  much  reducing  the  time  taken 
to  do  the  tallying.  This  feature  la 
very  important  and  Is  a  strong 
recommendation  for  the  scheme.

There  has  been  no  reply  from  the  Federal 
Government  or  from  the  Minister  responsible  In 
answer  to  Oeneral  Sir  Arthur  Currie  s  strictures 
on  the  administration  of  pensions  for  returned 
soldiers.  81r  Arthur,  in  a  message  he  sent  to 
the  Canadian  Legion  In  annual  convention  at 
Reglna.  says  that  the  regulations  of  the  Pen- 
sions Board  shoffld  be  redrafted  from  beginning 
to  end.  That  board,  he  believes,  should  be  one  of 
sympathetic  Justice.  In  other  words,  It  should 
embody  the  true  Image  of  Justice,  which  Richard 
Brlnsley  Sheridan  said  was,  "In  Its  loveliest  at- 
titude when  bending  to  uplift  the  suppliant  at 
Its  feet."  In  short,  the  former  Dominion  Presi- 
dent of  the  Canadian  Legion  and  the  erstwhile 
leader  of  Canada"s  Army  overseas,  wants  national 
promises  kept  and  national  obligations  met.  The 
aim  he  believes  should  be  kept  In  view  Is  that 
no  man  who  went  to  the  service  of  his  country 
must  be  permitted  by  that  country  to  suffer 
want  because  of  war  disability. 

That  an  appeal  like  this  should  have  become 
necessary  constitutes  a  strong  arraignment  of 
the  Federal  Government  and  especially  of  the 
Minister  responsible  for  war  pensions.  It  Is  gen- 
eral knowledge  that  pensions  have  been  admin- 
istered In  too  harsh  a  fashion;  that  there  has 
been  a  lack  of  sympathy  In  the  record  of  those 
responsible  for  reaching  decisions  as  to  the  per 
centage  of  disability,  Its  origin  and  development 
Again  and  again  the  medical  board  has  refused 
to  admit,  in  cases  brought  to  ^ts  attention,  that 
such  cases  are  paying  the  penalty  of  war.  Many- 
have  been  refused  recognition  and  there  has  been 
no  sympathy  for  the  consequent  suffering  and 
often  poverty  which  they  have  had  to  face 

It  is  Injustices  such  as  these  that  Sir  Arthur 
Currle  and  the  Canadian  Legion  want  to  see 
righted.  There  Is  more  than  human  Justice  In 
volved.  There  Is,  as  well,  the  recompense  of  a 
grateful  country  to  those  who  were  broken  in 
the  Great  War.  This  Is  an  Issue  that  should  not 
be  allowed  to  rest.  The  Canadian  Legion — that 
band  of  brotherhood  — Is  an  Immense  factor  In 
our  life.  Its  supreme  purpose  Is  to  see  Justice 
done  to  its  members.  It  hu  only  to  persist  and 
the  Government  cannot  fall  to  rectify  the  wrongs 
of  which  Sir  Arthur  Currle  complains.  In  the 
coming  session  of  Parliament  there  is  no  discus 
sion  likely  to  arise  of  greater  importance  or 
calling  more  Insistently  for  redress.  Sir  Arthur 
has  sounded  a  call  to  action  that  has  the  entire 
sympathy  of  every  red-blooded  person  in  the 
country.

itlslldlNG    OF  RECOGNITION 

The  Public  Library  Commission  whose  term  of 
office  expired  yesterday  goes  out  with  a  fine 
record  of  public  service  to  its  credit.  It  has  In- 
itiated plans  which  promise  well  for  a  large  in- 
crease in  reading  facilities  In  the  rural  areas  of 
the  province.  These  plans  are  the  outcome  of  a 
survey  which  library  experts  assert  to  have  been 
one  of  the  most  complete  ever  made  on  this 
continent.  To  the  chairman  of  the  Commission, 
Dr.  Norman  F.  Black,  of  Vancouver,  the  other 
members  and  librarians  in  general  would  be  the 
first  to  give  the  credit  for  the  present  favorable 
outlook.  An  enthusiast  for  reading  facilities,  he 
was  able  to  secure  from  the  Carnegie  Corporation 
the  necessary  financial  assistance  to  meet  the 
expenses  of  the  survey  and  to  enlist  public- 
spirited  citizens  to  pass  upon  the  findings  of  the 
survey  expert.  It  is  generally  conceded  that  but 
for  Dr.  Black  the  Government  would  not  have 
received  the  offer  of  $100,000  for  library  exten- 
sion from  the  Carnegie  Corporation.  Unweary- 
ing In  the  endeavor  to  realize  what  he  believed 
were  library  possibilities  for  British  Columbia  he 
gave  lavishly  of  his  time  and  energy.  It  would 
be  fitting  if,  from  some  source  or  other,  Dr. 
Black  were  given  tangible  recognition  for  his 
years  of  voluntary  service  devoted  to  the  cul- 
tural life  of  the  province.

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The  port  committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce does  not  believe  in  the  permanent  efficacy 
of  Victoria  Harbor  as  a  seaplane  base.  The  area 
for  landing  and  take-off  Is  too  much  in  the  path 
of  steamers  using  the  harbor.  A  stretch  of  water 
that  can  be  set  off  exclusively  for  seaplane  pur- 
poses should  have  been  chosen.  Captain  J.  W. 
Troup,  on  behalf  of  the  port  committee  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  points  out  that  under 
Federal  regulation  a  seaplane  making  a  tak^-off 
has  the  right  of  way  on  the  water.  It  will  travel 
faster  than  a  steamer  entering  the  harbor.  The 
latter  may  not  have  enough  sea  room,  or,  when 
going  slowly,  may  not  answed  to  the  helm  fast 
enough  to  avoid  a  collision.  The  possibility  of 
accidents  must  always  exist  while  the  seaplane 
base  Is  where  It  Is. 

Captain  Troup  is  of  opinion  that  this  base 
should  only  be  regarded  as  a  temporary  one. 
This  means  that  steps  should  be  taken  for  the 
provision  of  permanent  facilities  for  seaplane 
activities  If  aerial  development  is  to  be  encour- 
aged in  this  community.  The  goal  to  be  set  In 
view  is  to  have  both  seaplane  and  land  facilities 
adjoining  for  a  centre  of  aviation,  such  as  is  pro- 
posed at  8ea  Island,  near  Vancouver.  If  that 
progressive  community  can  decide  on  a  sea  and 
land  base  so  far  from  the  centre  of  the  city  then 
It  appears  logical  to  suppose  that  Victoria  can 
utilize  Esquimau  Harbor  for  the  purpose.  Esqtll- 
malt  Is  the  logical  place.

College  School,  London,  "a  vc-y  tall 
boy  with  pale  whltey-brown  hair, 
who  always  stood  at  the  bottom  of 
his  class."  He  was  very  good  at 
mathematics  and  English  prose. 

At  nineteen,  he  went  to  King's 
College,  boarding  with  connections 
at  Somerset  House,  which  adjoined 
the  college.  He  became  an  Inter- 
ested frequenter  of  the  House  of 
Commons. 

His  father  now  consulted  the  Dean 
of  Salisubry  who  was  convinced 
that  Cambridge  University  was  the 
proper  place  for  the  son.  and  the 
father  cheerfully  met  the  financial 

strain. 

Young  Fawcett  entered  Peterhousc 
In  1852.  Over  six  feet  three  Inches 
In  height,  gaunt  of  figure,  large- 
boned,  bright  of  eye.  and  keen  of 
glance,  he  looked  like  a  shrewd 
North  country  farmer. 

In  '53  he  migrated  to  Trinity  Hall, 
where,  though  he  failed  to  be  senior 
wrangler,  he  obtained  a  fellowship  In 
1856 

He  had  by  this  time  overstrained 
hfc  sight,  and  was  ordered  a  year  s 
complete  rest. 

In  1858,  while  shooting  with  his 
father  on  Harnham  Hill,  he  ad- 
vanced some  yards  in  front  to  stop 
the  birds  from  going  in  the  wrong 
direction.  A  covey  rose,  flying  to- 
wards him.  His  father,  forgetting 
the  son's  position,  fired;  some  of  the 
shots  struck  Harry's  chest,  two  went 
higher;  piercing  the  colored  spec- 
tacles he  wore,  they  passed  right 
through  each  eye.  He  was  in- 
stantly blinded.

By  happy  love,  returned, 
His  life  was  blest. 
At  thirty-two  his  ambition  was 
attained.

He 
was  an  ardent  reformer  devoting 
himself  to  National  Education,  to 
Abolition  of  Religious  Tests,  of 
Clerical  Fellowships  In  the  Universi- 
ties, to  the  Factory  Ae^s.  and  the 
Commons  Preservation,  one  of  the 
best  things  ever  accomplished— the 
most  valuable  aid  to  health  and 
wealth  of  city  and  community. 
Through  this,  both  Epping  and  the 
New  Forest  have  been  preserved  to 
the  nation  as  its  playground. 

His  Interest  In  India  became  so 
great  that  he  was  called  "the  Mem- 
ber for  India."  He  was.  In  1874, 
Member  of  Committee  on  Indian 
Finance. 

FOSTM ASTER  OENERAL 

In  1880,  his  political  victory  as- 
tonished even  himself.  His  posi- 
tion was  now  so  strong  that  he  was 
offered  a  post  In  Mr  Gladstone's 
n^w  ministry,  and  became  at  forty- 
six.  Postmaster-Oeneral,  and  a 
Privy  Councillor!  He  had  now  un- 
der his  authority  about  90.000  per- 
sons. 

In  1882.  through  his  efforts  the 
Parcel  Post  Act  was  passed,  and  the 
service  started  in  1883 

He  was  profoundly  Interested  In 
all  the  postofflce  channels  of  thrift, 
the  Poet  Office  Savings  Bank,  the 
"stamp  slip  deposit."  Post  Office 
Life  Insurance  and  .Annuities.  His 
work  was  his  duty  and  his  hobby. 

Blindness  did  not  disqualify  him. 
Be  exercised  remarkable  qualifica- 
tions in  a  most  onerous  and  respon- 
sible position,  gaining  for  his  de- 
partment the  entire  confidence  of 
the  public. 

Cabinet  membership,  the  final 
political  victory,  would  have  al- 
most certainly  been  his  had  he 
lived.  He  died  from  overwork  in 
1884. 

Oxford  made  him  honorary  Doc- 
tor of  Civil  Law;  Wurzburg.  Doctor 
of  Political  Economy;  The  Institute 
of  France,  a  corresponding  member; 
The  Royal  Society  elected  him  a  fel-' 
low;  Glasgow,  a  LL.  D.,  and  Lord 
Rector  of  the  University.

Activities  of  Radio  Enthusiasts  in  Canada,  United  States  and  Foreign  Lands

WASHINGTON.  Nov  30 -While 
popular  attention  focuses  mainly  on 
radio  as  a  source  of  entertainment, 
radio  Ls  making  rapid  strides  as  a 
medium  of  international,  maritime, 
aviation  and  domestic  communica- 
tion.

viewed  by  a  room  full  of  persons  or 
flashed  on  the  theatre  screen  are 
possibilities  natural  science  hopes 
to  make  actualities  with  a  new  type 
of  tube  it  has  developed  for  the  re- 
production of  movios  by  radio. 

Dr.  Vladimir  Zworykin,  television 
pioneer  and  research  engineer  of 
WeMlnghouse  Electric  and  Manufac- 
turing Company,  said  that  the  tube, 
which  replaces  all  mechanism  In  the 
reception  of  television,  will  enable 
more  than  one  or  two  persons  to 
watch  reception  at  the  same  time. 

He  said  he  felt  he  was  In  a  posi- 
tion to  discuss  the  "practical  possi- 
bility of  flashing  images  on  a  mo- 

that  large 

audiences  could  see  television  broad- 
casts of  Important  events  Im- 
mediately after  a  film  of  them  ls 
printed." 

Through  the  design  of  a  special 
cathode  ray  tube,  Dr.  Zworykin  told 
the  district  convention  of  the  In- 
stitute of  Radio  Engineers,  he  has 
displaced  such  moving  parts  as  the 
canning  disk  and  its  motor  in  the 
receiver.  The  function  of  the  Neon 
or  glow  lamp  also  Is  taken  over. 

The  tube  he  dLscribed  as  a  kine- 
scope. It  is  small  at  one  end  and 
large  at  the  other.  The  received 
pictures  appear  upon  a  flourescent 
screen  in  the  large  end  of  the  tube 
Pictures  formed  by  the  cathode 
ray  receiver,  Dr.  Zworykin  said  are 
four  by  five  Inches  in  size  and'  can 
be  made  larger  and  brighter  by  in- 
creasing voltage.  The  tube  is  at- 
tached to  the  receiver  somewhat  in 
the  manner  of  a  loud  speaker  few- 
sound  radio 

When  the  tube  is  functioning,  a 
pencil  of  electrons,  moving  back 
and  forth  at  terrific  speed,  paints  a 
picture  on  the  screen,  giving  the 
impression  of  a  movie.  By  the  use 
a  reflecting  mirror  several  per- 
son* can  view  the  picture  at  the 
.same  time. 

One  problem  solved  by  the  kine- 
scope is  that  a  synchronization  of 
the  receiver  with  the  transmitter.

Everyone  missed  the  presence  of 
the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Police 
General  Viscount  Byng  of  Vlmy  had 
been  unable  to  attend  the  CEP 
dinner  and  by  Armistice  Day  was 
confined  to  bed  with  a  slightly  con- 
gested lung. 

I  happened  to  pass  the  Houses  of 
Parliament  in  a  taxi  Just  at  the  hour 
when  Uie  V.C.'s  were  arriving  for 
the  Prince  of  Wales'  historic  dinner 
Crowds  lined  the  pavement  and 
these  shy,  modest  men  had  to  run 
the  gaunUet  of  vociferous  admira- 
tion. 

One  of  the  most  apropos  stories 
was  told  by  Lord  Jelllcoe  and  ha* 
been  quoted  with  the  point  left  out. 
One  of  his  hearers  tells  me  that 
[  when  Lord  Jelllcoe  once  had  an 
audience  with  an  Illustrious  lady 
two  small  boys  came  Into  the  room 
and  were  told  to  shake  hands  The 
elder  asked  If  Lord  Jelllcoe  were  a 
V.C.  and  on  the  visitor  expressing 
regret  that  he  had  not  that  honor, 
said  quite  firmly,  "Then  we  can't 
.shake  hands  because  we  only  shake 
hands  with   V.C.'s.     Lord  Jelllcoe 
ended  his  little  talk  by  saying :  "That 
boy  has  now  grown  Into  a  very  gal- 
lant gentleman,  and  tonight  he  will 
realize  his  childish  wish,  and  only 
bhake  hands  with  V.C.'s. 

The  number  of  drawing-room 
meetings  at  this  time  of  the  year 
are  like  leaves  in  Autumn.  They 
gather  to  discuss  all  sorts  of  sub- 
ject*, but  few  of  such  Importance 
as  the  meeting  that  took  place  at 
10  Downing  8treet  last  Tuesday  to 
discuss  the  World  Alliance  for  pro- 
moting international  friendship 
through  the  churches. 

The  Prime  minister  was  busy 
with  the  coal  conference,  so  Miss 
MacDonald  took  the  chair  and  spoke 
very  well,  mentioning  the  recent 
visit  to  America,  which  she  hoped 
would  help  in  the  world  peace. 
H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  York,  who  was 
attended  by  his  private  secretary, 
Mr.  P.  K.  Hodgson,  made  an  excel- 
lent address.  HI*  Grace  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury  thanked  him 
and  appropriately  spoke  of  the  good 
the  Duke  has  done  In  this  direction 
by  his  great  Interest  in  the  welfare 
of  all  classes,  and  getting  them  to- 
gether, as  evidenced  by  his  camp  and 
other  useful  work.  Lord  Davidson 
was  obliged  to  leave,  so  Lord  Eu- 
stace Percy  was  the  only  other 
speaker  Among  the  listeners  were 
Lady  Ooold-Adams,  Lord  Dunedln 
and  Sir  Francis  Younghusband. 

The  new  mosaic  pavement  at  the 
National  Qallery  by  Mr.  Boris  An- 
rep  Is.  I  hear,  very  beautiful  and  at 
the  sanfe  time  very  amusing,  as  one 
might  suppose,  since  It  portrays  the 
pleasures  of  life.   It  Is  curious  In 
what  a  kaledloscoplc  way  the  deco- 
ration of  the  world  gets  done.  The 
French    send    statues    to  Buenos 
Aires;  an  American  sculpture  stands 
In  the  Louvre  court  in  Paris;  an 
Englishman  carves  statues  for  Can- 
ada,  and   a    Canadian.   Dr.  Talt 
MacKenzle.  ha*  carved  the  monu- 
ment to  Wolfe  that  will  be  un- 
veiled In  Oreenwlch  Park  next  June. 
Orinling   Gibbons,   who  decorated 
nearly  every  church  in  London  with 
his  marvellous  woodcarvlng.  was  a 
foreigner,   as   I   remembered  last 
Sunday  while  examining  that  quaint 
conceit  of  his  In  South  Kensington 
Museum  —  a  lace  cravat  entirely 
made  of  wood  carved  In  the  moat 
Intricate  pattern  with  those  fairy 
fingers    Artists  have  always  gravi- 
tated to  England  from  all  over  the 
world,  so  It  Is  not  by  any  means 
surprising  that  this  clever  Russian, 
who  has  revived  the  almost  lost  art 
of  laying  mosaics,  should  have  found 
congenial  work  In  London.  The  two 
pavements  it  has  taken  him  two 
years  to  lay  are  at  the  top  of  the 
right  and  left-hand  steps  leading 
up  from  the  entrance  hall,  and  are 
now  open  to  public  Inspection  and 
are  yet  another  Inducement  to  visit 
Trafalgar  Square. 

Among  recent  additions  to  the 
gallery  are  two  portrait*  by  artists 
hitherto  unrepresented  here.  One 
of  these  Is  a  pastel  by  'the  Swiss 
artist.  Liotard.  presented  by  Mrs 
J   P.  Heseltine  in  memory  of  her 
husband,   who   was  for  thlrty-slx 
years  a  trustee  of  the  gallery.  This 
used  to  be  called  a  portrait  of 'Ed- 
ward Wortley  Montague,  but  does 
not  resemble  that  prodigious  bore, 
who  took  such  an  unaccountably 
long  time  to  propose  to  the  wittiest 
woman   in   England     It   Is  more 
probably  a  portrait  of  the  painter 
himself  In  Eastern  dress,  perhaps 
done  when  he  visited  Constanti- 
nople.   The  other  is  by  Bernardo 
Strozzl.  the  Oenoese,  who  reflect* 
so  strongly  the  Influence  of  Van 
Dyck.  It  has  been  presented  by  Mr 
F.  D  Lycett  Oreen.  through  the  Na- 
tional Art  Collection  Fund. 

Major  Lessnre  has  been  holding 
some  Interesting  shows  at  his  de- 
lightful little  "Beaux  Art*"  gallery 
Just  off  Burton  8treet.  The  latest 
Is  a  collection  of  the  Cyprus  paint- 
ings of  Mr.  Keith  Henderson,  whose 
Green  Forest  posters  have  graced 
the  Empire  Marketing  Board.  The 
latest  poster  designed  for  the  Em- 
pire Marketing  Board  Is  a  beauti- 
ful "Peace  Poster"  by  the  Canadian 
artist.  Mr  Kerr  Lawson.  who  has 
been  receiving  many  congratulations 
on  his  work. 

Canadian  Honors— The  parent*  of 
smnll  boys  whose  school  reports 
"leave  much  to  be  desired"  are  now 
apt  to  comfort  themselves  by  quot- 
ing Lord  Byng's  proud  boast  that 
he  always  occupied  the  foot  of  the 
cla*.s  as  a  small  boy  till  hh  friend. 
Lord  Rawlinson.  came  down  to  dis- 
possess him  of  that  envied  position. 
But  that  head  boys  do  make  good 
in  after  life  was  instanced  the  other 
night  In  the  speech  made  bv  Mr  W.

Mix 
thoroughly  and  add  this  to  the  fruit 
which  has  been  well  dredged  with 
a  cup  of  flour  Then  add  the  wine 
or  brandy  and  bake  In  well-papered 
tins  In  a  slow  oven  for  from  three 
to  four  hours.

In  an  atmosphere  of  quiet  devo- 
tion, a  large  number  of  worshippers 
assembled  at  5:15  o'clock  yesterday 
afternoon  in  the  north  aisle  of  the 
New  Christ  Church  Cathedral  for 
the  service  of  choral  Evensong, 
which  brought  to  a  fitting  close  the 
observance  of  St.  Andrew's  Day  and 
heralded  In  the  season  of  Advent. 

The  space  for  the  congregation 
between  the  arches  of  the  ambula- 
tory and  the  lofty  pillars  of  the 
nave  Is  not  very  wide.  People  felt 
"at  home"  there,  they  said  after- 
wards.' 

With  the  large  window  from  the 
old  cathedral  at  the  extreme  east 
end  of  the  aisle,  and  the  altar  and 
other  furnishings  from  the  old 
building  immediately  below,  there 
were  many  associations  that  could 
be  recalled  with  ease  during  a  hal- 
lowed half-hour  within  those  Gothic 
walls. 

PORTION  LIGHT"* 

Appropriately,  for  that  first  Even- 
song of  Advent,  the  choir  entered 
the  church  out  of  the  darkness  ol 
the  south  ambulatory  and  emerged 
slowly  and  reverently  across  the 
nave  into  the  softly  lighted  aisle  on 
the  north  side,  which  was  the  only 
past  of  the  church  to  be  illuminated. 

As  the  service  proceeded.  Scrip- 
tural lesson  following  the  psalm, 
and  the  evening  canticles  between— 
these  being  sung  exquisitely  by  the 
choir— it  was  not  difficult,  beneath 
that  Gothic  vaulting,  to  remember 
that  those  canticles  had  been  sung 
in  the  English  Church  for  at  least 
eight  hundred  years.  Nor  that,  in 
structure  and  actual  words,  were 
fragments  of  still  older  liturgies  ot 
the  Christian  Church  that  could  be 
traced  back  almost  to  the  times  oi 
the  Apostles. 

Then  followed  the  call  to  spiritual 
and  moral  earnestness  in  the  words 
of  the  Collect  for  St.  Andrew's  Day. 
Next,  the  sterner  appeal  of  the 
Advent  prayer,  to  "cast  away  the 
works  of  darkness  and  put  on  the 
armor  of  light  now  in  the  time  of 
thLs  mortal  life." 

Familiar  words  sounded  again  in 
the  beauty  of  the  Evensong  collects, 
in  the  prayer  to  "Lighten  our  dark- 
ness, O  Lord,"  and  the  petition  for 
that  Inward  peace  which  the  world 
neither  gives  nor  can  take  away. 
DEAN'S  AOORI  ^> 

The  Dtnn's  brief  address  gave  a 
Kood  watchword  for  Advent.  His 
text  was  taken  from  the  Book  of 
the  Revelation,  first  chapter  and 
sixth  verse:  "He  made  us  to  be  a 
kingdom,  to  be  priests  unto  his  Ood 
and  Father."  Every  Christian,  the 
Dean  said,  was  called  to  be  a  priest, 
to  take  his  part  in  bearing  the 
needs,  hopes  and  troubles  of 
humanity,  and  in  lifting  them  up  to 
Ood 

The  dally  newspaper,  with  its 
record  of  common  tragedies  and 
sorrows  in  every  part  of  the  world, 
could  remind  Christians  of  the 
place,  of  Intercession  in  their  re- 
ligion. "If  we  fall  to  remember  our 
suffering  brethren  in  our  prayers,  it 
Is  because  we  do  not  care  enough; 
we  do  not  love  people  enough."  the 
Dean  said. 

"Intercession  is  love  upon  its 
knees."  and  "Prayer  never  leaves 
things  quite  as  they  were  before," 
were  other  sayings  in  his  address 
that  could  easily  be  remembered 

After  a  short  period  of  interces- 
sion and  silence,  the  service  closed 
with  the  hymn: 

"Thou  who  didst,  come  to  bring 
On  Thy  redeeming  wing 

Healing  and  sight, 
Health  to  the  Bick  in  mind. 
Sight  to  the  Inly  blind. 
O  now.  to  all  mankind, 

Let  there  be  light." 

There  were  men.  women  and 
children  present  at  yesterday's 
Evensong,  which  was  the  first  of  the 
Advent  week-night  services.  The 
next  will  take  place  in  the  north 
aisle  on  Wednesday  at  5:15  o'clock.

There  ls  a  road  from  Ucluelet  to 
Tofino,  a  distance  of  twenty-five 
miles,  which  makes  use  of  six  miles 
of  the  sand  of  Long  Beach  on  Its 
course.  Cars  can  pass  the  entire 
twenty-five  miles,  but  only  six  miles 
of  tho  Ucluelet  end  are  surfaced  at 
present.  This  road  will  have  no  real 
value  until  connected  with  the  Is- 
land Highway. 

This  projected  extension  deserves 
large  public  support,  partly  for  the 
Immense  development  of  trade  as 


Alaska  There  ls  excellent  authority 
for  this.  Undoubtedly  there  are 
many  fine  beaches  in  all  these  miles 
of  shoreline,  but  nowhere  else  can 
there  be  found  twelve  miles  of  clean 
hard  sand  free  from  all  obstacle*, 
and  from  one  hundred  u>  one  thou- 
sand feet  wide  according  to  the 
tide*.

mit. Where  Is  the  tourist  going  In  a 
few  years  if  the  travel  continues  to 
Increase  In  the  future  as  it  has  done 
in  the  past?  Long  Beach  will  ac- 
commodate thousands  where  our 
other  beaches  can  only  serve  hun- 
dreds. 

FEW  DIFFICULTIES 

From  Albernl  there  ls  a  good  road 
to  Oreat  Central  Lake.  The  new 
road  would  leave  the  highway  about 
seven  miles  out.  following  the  north 
shore  of  Sproat  Lake  to  Taylor  Arm 
and  up  Taylor  Arm  to  Taylor  River. 
Six  miles  up  the  river  to  Sutton 
Creek  a  bridge  of  120  feet  would  be 
required.  Then  up  the  Sutton  Crgf)k 
to  the  divide  and  down  the  pass  to 
Kennedy  River,  five  miles.  The  ele- 
vation above  the  level  of  Sproat 
Lake  Ls  150  feet,  the  summit  being 
790  feet,  while  the  crossing  of  Taylor 
River  Ls  about  450  feet. 

The  route  through  Sutton  Pass 
offers  no  great  difficulties  In  con- 
struction. Coming' down  to  Kennedy 
River  another  bridge  of  the  same 
span  as  Taylor  River  would  cross 
the  east  fork,  and  four  miles  further 
the  north  fork  would  be  crossed  by  a 
span  one-half  the  size.  The  route 
then  follows  the  river,  with  only 
small  creeks  to  cross  at  an  easy 
grade  to  Kennedy  Lake. 

II  AUTIFUL  SCENERY 

Part  of  the  road  will  run 
through  long  stretches  of  open  flats 
for  many  miles  where  there  Ls  Just 
underbrush  to  clear;  part  of  It  would 
Include  majestic  scenery  of  canyons 
and  gorges.  The  mountains  are 
verv  steep  and  reach  an  elevation  of 
4.SO0  feet  on  the  left  side  and  3.000 
feet  on  the  right  side.  The  east 
shore  of  the  lake  would  be  followed 
lor  another  ten  miles,  leaving  the 
lake  about  six  miles  from  Long 
Beach. 

From  Sproat  Lake  to  Long  Beach 
by  the  proposed  route  the  distance 
would  be  about  thirty-nine  miles. 
The  road  between  Sproat  Lake  and 
Kennedy  Lake  offers  no  engineering 
difficulties,  the  grades  will  .be  easy 
and  the  cast  of  construction  not  ex- 
cessive. It  being  estimated  to  cost 
$10,000  per  mile.  It  Is  reported  that 
gravel  Is  available  all  along  the 
route  In  any  grade  or  quantity. 

GAME  PLENTIFUL 

Judging  from  the  reports  of  those 
who  have  seen  Long  Beach  and  had 
glimpses  of  the  route  between  the 
two  lakes.  It  Is  the  scenic  beauty 
that  will  be  the  paramount  lure 
when  this  road  is  built.  If  we  com- 
pare the  popularity  and  buslne.ss 
value  of  other  beaches.  Long  Beach 
will  surpass  them  If  only  given  a 
chance.

Sir, — Your  correspondents  on  the  I 
above  subject  seem  to  be  at  a  loss 
to  define  the  objects  of  the  above 
organization. 

Like  all  trusts  and  combines,  the 
makers  claim  their  object  Is  orderly 
marketing.  The  man  who  buys  the 
goods  has  his  own  opinion. 

The  merits  of  the  pool  to  a  farmer 
are  the  surety  of  getting  the  best 
price  for  his  wheat  and  also  he  Is 
relieved  of  finding  storage  capacity 
for  his  product,  should  the  price  at 
the  time  of  harvest  be  too  low 

The  disadvantages  of  the  pool  are 
that  they  are  open  to  the  criticism 
of  holding  up  the  price  of  the  staff 
of  life  to  the  underdog  That  It  has 
brought  great  wealth  to  the  wheat 
grower  cannot  be  denied,  as  the  per 
capita  figures  show  On  the  other 
hand,  the  abnormal  price  of  wheat 
has  encouraged  India,  Australia,  the 
Argentine,  and  even  Oermany  to 
come  into  competition  with  us 
Many  of  these  countries,  like  Russia, 
can  grow  Just  as  good  wheat  as  Can- 
ada, and  what  Is  more,  they  have 
cheap  labor,  and  In  the  case  of 
Russia  they  have  the  best  market  in 
the  world  at  their  door  They  have 
purchased  many  millions  of  dollars 
worth  of  farm  implement*  and  In- 
tend to  get  Into  the  game  of  grow- 
ing wheat  in  dead  earnest. 

The  best  farmers  in  the  Dominion 
have  always  advocated  mixed  farm- 
ing* The  high  price  of  wheat  has 
encouraged  the  farmer  to  trust  In 
wheat  alone.

Sir, —According  to  reports  re- 
cently published  In  the  daily  press, 
it  would  appear  that  the  present 
budget  of  living  expenses  for  a  fam- 
ily of  five  Is  now  somewhere  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $21.89  per  week. 

Tills  will,  undoubtedly,  be  highly 
gratifying  to  the  parents  of  families 
of  five,  and  should  afford  consider- 
able encouragement  to  the  advo- 
cates of  a  five-day  week. 

Unfortunately,  however,  this  en- 
thusiasm will  hardly  be  shared  by 
such  useful  aids  to  society  as  the 
coal  dealer,  the  purveyors  of  shoes 
and  clothlag.  the  Insurance  agent 
and  the  medical  profession,  for.  as 
no  mention  of  them  is  included  In 
this  budget,  it  would  appear  that 
they  are  to  be  eliminated  altogether 
from  a  highly-pampered  civilization. 
Nor  does  the  dollar-a-week  payment 
on  the  radio  appear  to  have  any 
place  in  this  pleasant  scheme  of 
existence. 

It  would  seem.  also,  that  Mr. 
Henry  Ford  has  entirely  overlooked 
these  statistics  when  advocating 
high  wages  for  everybody  as  a  solu- 
tion to  the  secret  of  perpetual  pros- 
perity. 

Tut,  tut  I  Mr.  Ford,  we  had 
thought  better  of  you.  You  may  be 
a  highly  successful  manufacturer  of 
motor  cars,  but  we  shall  have  to 
revise  our  opinion  of  you  as  a 
student  of  elementary  economics.

Is  still  present  on 
properties  In  the  Mount  Sicker  sec- 
tion and  will,  no  doubt,  be  mined 
now  that  recent  metallurgical  dis- 
coveries have,  eliminated,  the  diffi- 
culties of  treatment  previously  en- 
countered. 

While.  In  the  course  of  these  ar- 
ticles. It  has  not  been  possible  for 
me  to  deal  with  all  the  mineral  de- 
posits on  Vancouver  Island.  I  think 
sufficient  has  been  written  to  give 
some  Indication  of  the  extent  and 
potential  value  of  the  mineral  oc 
currences  which  extend  at  Intervals 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth 
of  the  Island,  and  to  convey  some 
Idea  of  what  It  will  mean  to  this 
section  of  the  province  when  these 
mineral  resources  are  thoroughly 
developed  and  some  at  least  of  them 
brought  into  production. 

This  la  the  fourth  and  last  of  a 
series  of  articles  by  Mr  Hague  deal- 
ing with  the  mineral  resources  of 
Vancouver  Island.

OTTAWA,  Nov.  SO— New  experi- 
ments, utilizing  the  Musso  aeml- 
dlrect  Bteel  process,  will  be  carried 
out  shortly  by  the  Department  of 
Mines  at  the  pyro-metallurglcal 
laboratories.  This  new  process, 
which.  It  Is  hoped  by  Its  Inventors, 
will  revolutionize  the  Iron  and  steel 
Industry  In  Canada,  has  been  se- 
cured, with  world  rights,  by  the 
Playfalr-Ross  interests  of  Montreal. 

This  new  method,  the  promoters 
claim,  will  use  the  lowest  grade  of 
coal.  If  this  Is  so,  the  discovery  of 
lignite  In  the  James  Bay  area  will 
have  a  new  significance,  for  scien- 
tists express  the  probability  that 
Iron  and  coal  will  be  found  very 
close  together  In  this  new  country. 
In  fact,  Canada  has  many  localities 
where  Iron  and  coal  nave  been 
found  In  association,  but  as  yet  no 
suitable  process  has  been  devised  by 
which  they  can  be  properly  utilized. 

The  Musso  method,  providing  it 
is  as  successful  as  Its  inventors 
claim,  will  mean  Canada  will  be 
able  to  do  her  own  producing  of  Iron 
and  steel  rather  than  import  most 
of  It  from  the  United  States  and 
Newfoundland.  These  Imports  reach 
several  millions  each  year.  In  1928 
1.491,234  tons  were  brought  In. 

Hon.  Charles  Stewart.  Minister  of 
Mines.  Is  so  Impressed  with  the 
theory  of  this  new  process  that  he 
has  agreed  to  set  aside  a  part  of 
the  laboratory  and  go  to  some  ex- 
pense In  order  that  the  experiments 
may  have  a  full  test.  The  promoters 
have  brought  special  apparatus 
from  Montreal  to  be  used  in  con- 
Junction  with  the  equipment  at  the 
new  Government  laboratories.

TORONTO.  Nov.  30  — Coincident 
with  the  Canadian  Book  Week,  llt- 
i  erary  experts  were  astonished  the 
other  day  to  note  an  obscure  item 
in  a  provincial  newspaper  that  a 
Canadian  poetess,  who.  according  to 
a  high  authority,  would  some  day 
be  regarded  as  one  of  the  greatest 
women   bards   of   the   world,  had 
practically  starved  to  death  forty 
years  ago,  trying  to  live  by  selling 
her  verses  for  a  mere  song. 

The  story,  though,  a  little  exagger- 
ated, has  served  to  recall  the  life 
of  a  womanly  genius,  now  little 
known,  which  came  to  a  tragic  end 
Just  as  she  was  beginning  to  attain 
the  success  she  so  long  strove  for. 

Her  name  was  Isabella  Valancey 
Crawford  and  It  Is  to  John  W  Gar- 
vin, eminent  Canadian  author, 
editor  and  critic,  that  I  am  Indebted 
for  the  following  facts. 

Miss  Crawford's  father.  Dr.  Ste- 
phen Dennis  Crawford,  and  his  wife 
and  two  daughters.  Isabella  and 
F.mma  Noaml.  Immigrated  from 
Dublin.  Ireland,  to  Upper  Canada 
in  1858  when  Isabella  was  eight 
years  of  age  They  settled  In  Pals- 
ley.  Bruce  County  Here  they  re- 
mained six  years  during  which  time 
Dr  Crawford  bartered  his  medical 
services  for  food  and  suppllea  from 
the  farmers.  Then  they  moved  to 
the  region  of  the  Kswartha  Lakes 
they 


herself. 

Then  they  came  to  Toronto  and 
rented  two  rooms  from  Mrs.  C.  J. 
Stewart,  who  lived  at  the  comer  of 
John  and  King  Streets.  In  those 
days  newspapers  and  magazines 
rarely  paid  for  verse.  It  was  her 
misfortune  to  live  In  the  age  that 
she  did.  where  the  heart,  soul  and 
body  of  Canada's  settlers  were  too 
Intent  upon  building  a  nation  mater- 
ially to  take  notice  of  the  fineness 
and  beauty  of  Isabella's  poetry  But 
the  late  John  Ross  Robertson,  recog- 
nizing the  genius  of  this  brilliant 
girl,  paid  her  one  to  three  dollars 
for  each  of  over  eighty  poems  ap- 
pearing In  his  paper. 

When  she  was  thirty-four  years 
old  she  managed  to  save  enough 
money  to  have  a  volume  of  her 
poems  published.  8o  In  1884  there 
appeared  "Old  Spookes'  Pass.  Mal- 
colm's Katie  and  Other  Poems."  It 
was  well  received  by  the  best  Eng- 
lish critics,  but  scarcely  given  any 
recognition  here.  Lord  Dufferln, 
then  In  Constantinople  as  British 
Ambassador  to  Turkey,  wrote  her: 
"It  Is  time  now  that  Canada  should 
have  a  literature  of  her  own,  and  I 
am  glad  to  think  that  you  have  so 
nobly  shown  the  way."  Yet  of  those 
one  thousand  first  Impressions  a 
mere  fifty  were  sold — a  testimony  tr 
the  interest  in  Canadian  poetry  at 
that  time.  There  Is  hardly  a  doubt 
but  that  her  mother  and  her  work 
engrossed  her  attention.  Yet  there  Is 
no  positive  evidence  that  she  never 
contemplated  marriage.  She  wrote 
exquisite  love  verse. 

The  cares  and  financial  worries 
succeeded  In  turning  Miss  Crawford, 
a  beautiful  girl  in  her  early  twen- 
ties, stouter  and  the  difficult  exist- 
ence of,  her  later  life  further  forced 
their  Impression  upon  her  features. 
The  quarterly  allowance  from  an 
uncle  In  the  Old  Country  saved  her 
from  starvation,  yet  It  was  far  from 
sufficient  to  enable  her  to  live  In 
ease  with  her  mother.  Besides,  her 
sensitive  soul  must  have  been  scarred 
by  the  thought  of  her  dependence 
upon  her  uncle  and  the  lack  of  ap- 
preciation by  her  own  countrymen. 

She  was.  however.  Just  beginning 
to  achieve  financial  success  with 
her  novels  and  short  stories  when 
she  suddenly  dropped  dead  from 
heart  failure  a  few  weeks  after  her 
thirty-sixth  birthday. 

RECALL  TRAGIC  END 

"Miss  Crawford  was,  and  Is,  one 
of  the  few  great  women  poets  of  the 
world,"  Mr.  Garvin  says. 

"But  our  own  people,  let  alone 
foreigners,  have  not  yet  realized 
this.  It  Is  a  powerful  lntell  ect  and 
'an  unusual  constructive  Imagina- 
tion that  shows  Itself  in  her  work. 
As  for  spontaneity,  her  poems  some- 
times literally  poured  forth  from 
her.  About  twenty-five  years  ago 
Edwin  Markham  won  international 
fame  by  The  Man  With  a  Hoe.' 
But  it  seems  to  shrink  in  stature 
beside  Isabella  Valancey  Crawford's 
The  Helot.'  Her  pioneer  tales  In 
blank  verse,  with  several  exquisite 
yrlcs,  is  easily  the  greatest  pioneer 
poem  In  the  literature  of  this  con- 
tinent And  cowboy  Western  life 
as  depicted  by  her  'Old  Spooksrs 
Pass.'  U  done  in  masterly  fashion. 

'A  poet  must  pipe  many  tunes  to 
be  regarded  as  a  major  poet.  Miss 
Crawford  seems  to  me  to  have  auali- 
fied  for  that  rank  "

CORRfcCTING  FLAT  FEET 
The  one  suffering  from  flat  feet 
often  does  not  feel  any  local  discom- 
fort In  the  foot.  Itself,  yet  an  endless 
list  of  aches  and  pains  are  caused  by 
this  weaknevs.  What  appears  to  be 
rheumatism  In  the  calves  of  the  legs 
or  the  knees  Is  many  times  due  sole- 
ly to  fallen  arches.  Even  sciatica 
and  disorders  In  the  lower  back  can 
often  be  traced  to  this  deformity. 

I  recently  examined  a  case  of  a 
lady  who  had  been  treated  by  many 
doctors  for  rheumatism  of  the  lower 
limbs  Every  medical  method  had 
been  tried,  even  to  blistering  the 
knees  with  the  cautery,  but  the  pain 
and  swelling  of  both  leg*  continued 
I  tried  strapping  up  the  Insteps  with 
adhesive  plaster,  and  all  symptoms 
in  the  legs  disappeared  in  a  few 
days.  The  strain  upon  the  nerves 
and  ligaments  In  the  legs  due  to  the 
faulty  position  of  the  arches  of  the 
foot  had  caused  all  the  trouble 

Flat  feet  are  often  caused  simply 
because  the  muscles  of  the  foot  and 
calves  are  too  weak  to  support  a 
body  which  ts  overweight  When 
obesity  is  cured,  the  feet  are  again 
restored  to  their  normal  shape 
When  one  picks  up  and  lays  down 
two  hundred  or  two  hundred  and 
fifty  pounds  every  step,  of  course  a 
Kreat  strain  is  exerted  on  the  bones 
and  tendons  of  the  foot.  If  the 
person  weighs  two  hundred  and  fifty  I 


The  ordinary  size  foot  is  equal  In 
strength  to  its  task,  but  there  Is  a 
certain  limit  of  endurance,  and  too 
much  weight  will  eventually  make 
the  foot  collapse,  and  the  natural 
spring  of  the  arch  will  be  lost.  Until 
the  weight  Is  reduced  to  normal,  not 
much  success  can  be  hoped  for  In 
time  arch  supports  will  help  to  re 
lleve  the  burden,  but  these  only 
the  correction  of  foot  trouble.  For  a 
serve  as  crutches  and  do  not 
strengthen  the  feet 

The  moat  effective  means  for  the 
correction  of  flat  feet  Is  to  take  cer- 
tain systematic  exercises  to  Increase 
the  tone  and  strength  of  the  foot 
and  calf  muscles,  one  of  the  best 
exercises  can  be  taken  at  the  time  of 
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your  dally  walk.  Learn  to  walk  at 
'•least  part  of  the  time  with  the  toes 
pointing  in  and  not  out.  This  Is  the 
way  primitive  people  walk  who  do 
not  use  shoes  with  stiff  soles.  In 
this  way  the  toes  are  used  to  grip 
the  ground,  and  the  foot  Is  arched 
more  naturally  Walk  "pigeon-toed' 
every  other  block,  and  wear  lighter 
shoes. 

Another  good  exercise  Is  to  stand 
barefoot  on  a  thick  book  and  at- 
tempt to  grasp  the  edge  of  the  book 
with  all  of  the  toes. 

An  excellent  exercise  can  be  taken 
when  standing  with  the  feet  crossed 
Pass  the  right  foot  over  l«j  front  of 
the  le,ft  until  the  toes  of  the  right 
foot  touch  the  side  of  the  left  heel 
Point  the  toes  as  far  back  as  pos- 
sible and  then,  placing  the  hands  on 
the  hips,  sway  slightly  to  one  side 
and  then  the  other,  catching  your 
weight  on  the  big  toe  of  each  foot 
as  you  throw  your  weight  first  to  one 
side  and  then  the  other. 

These  exercises,  if  persisted  In.  will 
gradually  bring  back  the  muscular 
power  In  the  necessary  muscles,  and 
your  arches  will  soon  mum  to  their 
normal  strength.  You  can  then  dis- 
card the  arch  supports,  and  your  feet 
will  be  strong  enough  to  wear  shoes 
with  lower  heels  At  least  wear  those 
low-heeled  shoes  when  walking  and 
continue  to  take  the  "pigeon-toe"

(By  "TOMMY"  VILE,  the  ex-Inter- 
natlonal  Captain  and  Referee,  In  a 
Coventry  Exchange) 
I  saw  a  match  the  other  day  In 
which  the  wing  three-quarter  of  the 
defending  side,  who  were  driven 
back  to  wfthin  ten  yards  of  their 
line,  naturally  threw  a  short  ball. 

An  opposing  forward  Jumped  for 
it,  caught  it  cleanly,  and  went  in. 
for  there  was  not  a  man  between 
him  and  the  line. 

The  outside  half  who  should  have 
known  that  It  would  be  a  short 
throw  out  was  In  the  middle  of  the 
line,  and  he  and  the  fullback  were 
helpless  for  defensive  purposes. 

8uch  failures  of  understanding 
between  the  three-quarter  who  lines 
the  ball  out.  and  the  half  who 
should  be  watchful  for  opportunities 
in  defence,  ought  to  be  avoidable. 

Let  me  emphasize  the  question 
of  general  policy. 

Everywhere  and  at  all  times  the 
great  thing  is  to  avoid  playing  to 
your,  opponents. 

COUNTER  ATTACKS 
The  most  difficult  Job  I  had  when 
I  was  captain  was  to  prevent  my 
own  forwards  from  turning  them- 
selves into  defensive  players  when 
the  thought  in  their  mind  should 
have %  been  attack. 

If  our  opponents  started  dribbling 
my  difficulty  was  to  get  our  for- 
wards to  answer  attack  by  attack. 
My  Idea  always  was  for  them  to  get 
control-  of  the  ball  and  themselves 
start  dribbling. 

My  argument  Is  "Don't  turn  your- 
self into  a  defensive  side.  Try  to 
meet  attack  by  attack." 

If  you  can  trap  the  ball  and  con- 
trol It,  It  is  quite  possible  to  start 
a  destrucUve  counter  attack.  Al- 
ternatively, it  Is  possible  to  set  up 
dangerous  attacks  by  fielding  from 
the  ground  and  passing  out  to  the 
halves  and  three-quarters. 

There  are  many  other  mistakes 
that  have  meant  defeat,  and  I  want 
to  deal  with  some  of  these  today. 

I  have  In  mind  a  game — several 
games.  In  fact— In  which  one  safe 
kick  to  touch  would  have  made  all 
the  difference. 
NEWPORT'S  COSTLY  MISTAKE 
There  was  that  famous  and  sen- 
sational game  at  Newport  In  which 
the  second  All  Blacks  should  have 
suffered  defeat. 

It  only  needed  a  safe  kick  to 
touch,  and  Newport,  who  were  lead- 
ing, could  have  played  out  time, 
but  the  ball  was  sent  to  the  open, 
the  New  Zcalanders  were  given  pos- 
session when  at  all  costs  they 
should 
taking 
scored. 

There  Is  In  my  mind  also  the 
memory  of  a  game  In  which  a  team 
were  leading  to  within  a  few  min- 
utes of  the  end,  but,  playing  agaffi.st 
a  strong  wind,  severely  pressed  by 
strong  opponents,  the  fullback 
made  the  mistake  of  sacrificing 
touch  to  length,  failed  to  put  the 
ball  out  of  play,  and  landed  It  into 
the  hands  of  the  opposing  fullback, 
a  notoriously  fine  dropper  of  goals, 
and  so  provided  him  with  the  op- 
portunity to  win  the  game  for  his 
side. 

If  defence  Is  the  game,  avoid 
giving  opponents  possession  by  kick- 
ing to  the  open. 

Another  mistake  to  be  avoided  Is 
that  of  attempting  to  pick  up  when 
a  dribble  lx  going  well.  * 

Especially  Is  It  a  mistake  to  at- 
tempt to  pick  up  when  the  defence 
is  beaten  and  the  line  Is  at  the 
dribbler's  mercy. 

How  often  we  have  seen  the  de- 
fence beaten  and  a  try  thrown  away 
through  the  dribbler  attempting  to 
pick  up  and  throwing  forward! 
.  It  la  attention  to  these  critical 
details  of  play  which  makes  all  the 
dlff 
ing.

As  a  general  Instruction  one  m-ould 
•ay:  "Avoid  playing  to  your  op- 
ponents' strength  or  to  your  own 
weakness  '  Why  Is  it  that  so  often 
In  the  course  of  a  gnme  all  the 
chances  seem  to  go  to  the  weak 
wing;  Even  If  it  Is  by  accident, 
somebody  Is  at  fault 

Why  is  It  that  so  often  the  play- 
ers of  one  side  seem  to  plsy  dlrectiv 
Into  the  hands  of  the  strongest 
their  opponents? 
It  U  because;  the  Individual  play 
the 


responsible  for  promoting  and  ad- 
vising the  team,  are  not  sufficiently 
alive  to  the  sltuaUon. 

To  an  even  greater  extent  than 
most  people  recognize,  it  Is  possible 
for  the  front-rank  forwards  to  com- 
pletely change  the  character  of  the 
game.  If  the  strength  of  a  *ide  Is 
on  the  right  wing  the  forwards 
should  try  to  get  the  >iose  head  on 
the  left  side  of  the  scrummage,  so 
that  when  they  hook  and  heel  the 
natural  direction  for  the  develop- 
ment of  an  attack  Is  toward  the 
right. 

It  is  easier  for  the  inside  half  to 
pass  to  the  right  If  the  ball  Is  put 
In  at  the  left  side  of  the  scrum- 
mage, and  he  naturally  puts  Mie  ball 
In  on  the.  side  where  the  forwards 
have  things  to  avoid  If  they  wish 
to  get  the  best  out  of  the  men  be- 
hind them. 

Another  thing  to  avoid  Ls  a  wheel 
In  the  wrong  direction.  In  a  fa- 
mous match  which  I  have  In  mind 
one  side  were  definitely  superior 
forward  and  the  other  side  were  as 
definitely  superior  behind  the  scrum- 
mage.

DETROIT,  Nov.  30.— Traffic  stoppages  In  the  Detroit  and 
Canada  Tunnel  will  be  handled  with  a  dispatch  rarely 
achieved  on  the  world's  surface  highways,  according  to 
plans  being  worked  out  by  the  engineers.  The  $25,000,000  subway 
being  constructed  between  this  city  and  Windsor,  Ontario,  now  Is 
about  three -fourths  complete.  Elaborate  plans  are  being  worked 
out  for  expeditious  handling  of  the  heavy  traffic  expecCed  to  follow 
the  formal  opening  of  the  great  International  tube  next  year. 
Traffic  In  the  Detroit  tube  will  be   An  emergency  truck  and  a  small

Most  of  the  stoppages,  It  has 
been  learned  from  the  experience 
of  Holland  Tube  officials,  may  be 
expected  as  a  result  of  drivers  run- 
ning out  of  gasoline.  A  total  of 
678  motorlsta  were  supplied  with  one 
gallon  cans  of  gas  during  the  first 
year  the  Holland  tunnel  was  In  op- 
eration. Proportionate  numbers  of 
absent-minded  drivers  are  being 
provided  for  here. 

There  were  192  automobile  fires 
during  the  first  year  of  the  New 
York  tunnel.  All  of  these  fires  were 
extinguished  by  tunnel  attendants, 
without  recourse  to  the  flre-fightlng 
apparatus  mounted  on  the  emer- 
gency truck.  All  of  the  fires  but 
one  were  put  out  merely  through 
the  use  of  hand  extinguishers. 
Overheated  brakes  caused  most  of 
the  blazes. 

I  KOMI'  !  MHOS 

There  was  no  public  uneasiness 
In  any  fire  except  one.  On  this  oc- 
casion a  truck  driver  became 
alarmed  when  the  gas  tank,  located 
under  the  seat,  caught  fire.  He  be- 
came panicky  and,  abandoning  his 
truck,  fled  toward  the  nearest  pa- 
trol. The  tunnel  police  had  the  fire 
out  and  the  truck  moving  out  of 
the  tube  within  six  minutes  after 
reporting  of  the  fire. 

Practically  all  disabled  vehicles 
are  on  their  way  out  of  the  Holland 
tube  within  five  minutes  after  be- 
ing reported.  Even  quicker  action 
can  be  expected  In  the  Detroit  sub- 
way because  of  its  lesser  length. 

The  total  number  of  vehicles 
towed  out  of  the  Holland  tube  dur- 
ing the  first  year  was  2.130,  of  which

A  MILE  LONG 
The  Detroit  and  Canada  Tunnel 
will  be  approximately  a  mile  long 
between  portals.  It  consists  of  a 
single  passageway,  thirty-five  feet 
In  over-all  diameter.  The  roadway 
la  twenty-two  feet  wide,  accommo- 
dating one  lane  of  traffic  in  each 
direction,  and  a  lane  to  spare  for 
emergency  use.  Traffic  capacity  Is 
estimated  at  1,000  vehicles  per  hour 
In  each  direction. 

The  land  sections  of  the  tunnel 
are  being  constructed  through  open 
cuts  and  with  a  gigantic  steel 
shield— the  largest  In  North  Amer- 
ica— which  eats  Its  way  through  the 
earth  at  the  rate  of  ten  feet  a  day. 
The  under-water  portion  of  the  Job 
consists  of  nine  steel  tubes,  con- 
structed on  land,  floated  into  posi- 
tion, sunk  by  the  application  of 
concrete  and  Joined  under  water. 
This  procedure,  like  several  others 
on  the  Detroit  project,  presents 
radical  engineering  Innovations. 

Seven  of  the  tubes  now  have  been 
sunk  and  engineers  hope  to  have 
all  nine  In  their  river-bottom  rest- 
ing place  before  Winter  coverarf>e- 
trolt  River  with  Its  annual  mantle 
of  Ice.

YEAR  ago  the  trend  towards 
longer  cars  with  smaller  wheels 
resulted  In  a  very  noticeable  change 
In  the  general  appearance  of  Ameri- 
can automobiles.  This  trend  still 
continues. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  note  that 
the  movement  towards  the  smaller 
wheel  Is  one  of  the  outgrowths  of 
the  adoption  of  four-wheel  brakes. 
To  put  it  this  way,  If  it  had  not 
been  for  the  four-wheel  brake  we 
would  not  have  seen  so  many 
eighteen  and  twenty-Inch  wheels. 
With  the  four-wheel  brake  It  Is  pos- 
sible to  use  a  slightly  smaller  drum 
on  each  of  the  wheels  and  still  have 
enough  braking  leverage.  Hence 
automobile  makers  have  been  able 
to  take  advantage  of  the  smaller 
yheel  to  bring  the  height  of  the  car 
down,  without  sacrificing  anything 
Important  In  the  way  of  braking 
ability.

Most  any  kind  of  a  carburetor  ad- 
justment will  cause  the  engine  to 
run  Idle,  but  a  more  careful  adjust- 
ment Is  necessary  to  obtain  pulling 
qualities.  Make  sure  that  the 
spark  control  meets  the  conditions 
desired  when  adjustments  are  being 


When  we  speak  of  a  twenty-Inch 
wheel  this  measurement  Is  found  by 
deducting  twice  the  cross  sectional 
diameter  Of  the  tire  from  it*  outside 
diameter.  Thus.  If  a  tire  Is  33  x  (5 
size,  the  wheel  diameter  Is  found  by- 
deducting  twice  6.  or  12,  inches  from 
33  inches,  and  in  this  case  the  wheel 
diameter  would  be  21  inches. 

When  we  get  down  to  an  elghteen- 
lnch  wheel,  it  is  quite  small  A  wheel 
such  as  this,  with  a  brake  drum 
fourteen  inches  in  diameter,  would 
hardly  be  much  bigger  in  diameter 
than  its  brake  drum.  In  fact,  with  a 


difference  of  four  Inches  In  diameter 
there  would  only  be  a  clearance  of 
two  Inches  between  the  wheel  and 
the  drum.  But  this  clearance  above 
the  ground  Is  augmented  by  the 
tire  height,  it  Is  easy  to  sec  that 
automobile  makers  can  hardly  go 
to  a  smaller  size  than  this.  And.  in 
fact,  relatively  few  at  this  writing 
are  using  .this  extremely  small 
diameter,  although  It  certainly  adds 
to  the  appearance  of  some  types 
of  car. 

A  small  wheel  brings  the  centre 
of  gravity  of  the  car  down  and  tends 
to  make  the  car  hug  the  road  better 
on  the  turns. 

Furthermore,  the  wheels  are  what 
the  engineers  call  "unsprung  weight." 
It  Is  a  known  fact  that  cars  ride 
better  when  unsprung  weight  Is  low. 
The  reason  for  this  is  not  hard  to 
And.  When  a  car  goes  over  an 
obstruction  all  of  the  unsprung 
parts  are  tossed  upward  against  the 
rest  of  the  car.  The  springs  act  as 
a  cushioning  device  between  the 
sprung  and  the  unsprung  parts.  It 
stands  to  reason  that  the  greater 


the  weight  of  the  unsprung  parts  thf 
greater  the  force  of  the  blow  de- 
livered to  the  car  and  the  passenger; 
For  this  reason  the  designing  engi- 
neers like  to  keep  the  weight  of  the 
unsprung  parts  down  as  low  as  pos- 
sible, aL  the  same  time  consistent 
with  safety  and  strength.  A  few 
pounds  added  to  the  unsprung 
weight  of  the  car  means  a 


light  Inches  and  of  the  wheel  twenty 
nches.  The  braking  factor  la  8-30. 
or  .4.  If  we  have  a  wheel  with  a 
fourteen-lnch  drum,  two  inches 
smaller  than  the  above  example,  and 
the  wheel  Is  also  two  Inches  smaller, 
the  fraction  would  be  7-19,  or  .387.  or 
not  very  much  less,  even  though  the 
drum  Is  two  Inches  smaller.    If  the 


deal  more  than  many  pounds  added  I  ?n,m  * 
to  the  sprung  weight. 

Speaking  of  braking  ability  in  con- 
nection with  the  smaller  drums 
which  are  necessary  with  the  smaller 
wheels,  it  must  be  remembered  that 
the  smaller  drums  are  more  effective 
on  small  wheels  than  they  would  be 
on  larger  wheels.  The  leverage  of  a 
brake  Is  determined  by  the  relation- 
ship of  the  radius  of  the  brake  drum 
to  the  radius  of  the  wheel,  measured 
to  the  point  of  contact  between  the 
tire  and  the  ground. 

Let  us  assume  a  brake  drum  that 
is  sixteen  Inches  in  diameter  on  a 
wheel  with  a  33  x  8  tire,  having  an 
extreme  diameter  of  forty  inches 
The  radius  of  the  brake  drum  Is 


the  engine.  First  make  sure  that 
the  engine  has  good  compression 
and  then  see  that  a  good  spark, 
both  In  retard  and  advance  posi- 
tions, Is  had.  After  this  the  car- 
buretor should  be  adjusted  to  ob- 
tain a  good  mixture.  With  those 
three  fundamentals,  namely,  good 
compression,  good  ignition  and  good 
mixture,  no  trouble  should  be  ex- 
perienced In  having  the  engine  pull.

WASHINGTON,  DC,  Nov.  30.— 
Plans  are  being  rapidly  formulated 
for  the  greatest  highway  conference 
vever  held  in  this  nation. 

The  twenty-seventh  annual  con- 
vention of  the  American  Road 
Builders'  Association  which  Is  to  be 
held  January  11-18  in  Atlantic  City 
Is  expected  to  attract  the  greatest 
number  of  persons  Interested  in 
road  building  ever  to  be  gathered 
together  The  record  of  30,000  at- 
tendance at  previous  conventions  Is 
expected  by  officials  to  be  broken 
this  year. 

To  the  city  officials,  county  high- 
way officials,  engineers,  constructors, 
manufacturers  and  distributors, 
educators,  Pan-American  members 
and  members  at  large,  the  conven- 
tion will  offer  a  comprehensive  pro- 
gramme.   It  is  based,  as  usual,  on 


reports  of  the  more  than  forty  com- 
mittees that  are  at  work  throughout 
the  year. 

The  city  and  county  officials'  divi- 
sions will  hear  the  newest  Ideas  In 
organization  and  finance  of  opera- 
tions; design.  construcUon  and 
maintenance  of  roads  and  pave- 
ments; control  and  operation  of 
traffic.  The  latter  report,  prepared 
in  four  sub-committees,  will  be  of 
wide  interest  to  the  general  public. 

Oeneral  committees  will  discuss 
standardization  and  depreciation  of 
road  building  equipment;  highway 
financing;  Hens  in  public  construc- 
tion, and  low  cost  elimination  of 
grade  crossings. 

New  groups  will  take  up  the  ques- 
tion of  building  municipal 
with  particular  reference  to  surfac- 
ing and  engineering;  location  of 
highways  in  respect  to  facility, 
economy  and  safety;  grading  as  ap- 
plied to  all  road  construction;  sub- 
grades  and  pavement  bases,  on 
which  a  thorough  research  has  been 
conducted  nationally;  extension  of 
highway  education  through  a  spe- 
cial group  of  educational  authori- 
ty. 

The  convention  setting  will  be  the 
annual  road  show  which  will  bring 
several  hundred  carloads  of  ma- 
chinery and  equipment  to  fill  the 
Atlantic  City  auditorium,  the  largest 
In  the  world.

Cheek  Is 
now  president  of  the  Cumberland 
Motor  Car  Company  of  that  city, 
and  has  witnessed  the  volume  of 
Dodge  business  mount  steadily  year 
after  year. 

On  November  14,  1914,  the  first 
Dodge  car  was  completed,  and  as 
the  corporation  approaches  its  fif- 
teenth anniversary,  added  Interest  Is 
attached  In  finding  these  early 
models.  Production  In  1914  totaled 
only  249  cars,  but  the  next  year  it 
Jumped  to  45.033.  and  today  the  total 
number  of  shipments  since  1914  Is 
approaching  the  2,&00,000  mark.

Nearly  Three   Million*  Are  In  I  se 
In  Whole  Republic  at 
Present 

Despite  the  extension  of  the  use 
of  the  automobile  in  France,  the 
number  of  horses  there  has  In- 
creased slape  the  end  of  the  war. 
according  to  the  French  Chamber 
of  Commerce  In  New  York.  The 
situation  la  presented  in  a  recent 
bulletin,  as  follows: 

"The  production  of.  horses  In 
France  was  affected  very  unfavor- 
ably by  the  war  and  the  develop- 
ment, during  the  course  of  hostili- 
ties, of  mechanical  traction.  The 
total  number  of  horses  In  the  coun- 
try, which  was  3.200.000  head  In 
1913.  fell  to  2.230,000  head  In  1918. 
when  the  census  was  taken  after 
the  war.  However  since  that  period 
the  number  of  horses  has  grown, 
through  French  methods  of  roo- 
techny.  At  the  present  time  the 
number  of  horses  la  estimated  at 
nearly  three  mUllons,  and  Is  Inferior 
by  only  13  per  cent  to  the  number 
shown  In  1913. 

"Therefore,  although  the  outlets 
for  saddle  and  harness  horses  have 
I  diminished  in  the  interior,  those  for 
heavy  draft  ttt  tin.  a  is  and  animals 
(for  farm  cultivation  have  increased. 
(In  addition  to  this. '•export*  have 
been  maintained  at  7.000  to  8.000 
head,  while  Imports  have  decreased 
for  the  last  two  years,  to  about  14.. 
000  head.  It  should  be  noted  that, 
by  reason  of  the  cutting  up  Into 
small  holdings  of  many  of  the  large 
estates  In  the  country,  the  use  of 
horses  has  not  ceased  to  develop  In 
the  country  sections  of  France. 

"These  figures  are  analogous  to 
those  of  the  United  8tates,  where,  In 
spite  of  the  Immense  progress  of  tho 
automobile  Industry  In  recent  years, 
tho  number  of  horses  employed 
reaches  today  28,000.000  head, 
against  25,000.000  In  1915." 

Regarding  the  state  of  the  auto- 
mobile Industry  in  France,  the  bul- 
letin adds: 

"The  Salon  d'Automoblle.  which 
has  Just  .closed  Its  doors  In  Paris, 
was  extremely  brilliant  this  year 
affording  a  full  picture  AT  the 
French  automobile  Industry. 

"In  '.!<2R  the  production  of  auto- 
mobiles In  France  reached  the  fig- 
ure of  223,500  cars,  or  an  average  of 
745  cars  dally,  against  an  average  of 
638  cars  in  1927.  representing  a 
total  amount  In  money  of  more  than 
six  bllllonaor  flanr-s  "

So  far  as  efficient  uti- 
lization of  power  la  concerned,  the 
motor  car  has  no  hope  of  approach- 
ing the  airplane. 

"Take  the  railways  for  instance. 
There  has  Deen  no  really  marked 
Improvement  in  the  design  of  loco- 
motives for  ten  or  fifteen  years.  So 
I  think  it  will  be  with  the  automo- 
bile. Owing  to  the  near  state  of 
perfection  which  the  automobile  has 
reached  at  present,  the  need  for 
carrying  out  experiments  has  di- 
minished, therefore  the  need  for 
constructing  specialized  racing  cars 
will  automatically  diminish  also. 

"Although  there  always  will  be 
motor  racing.  I  think  the  type  of 
car  that  will  be  raced  will  gradually 
evolve   itself   into   a    boosted1  or 
hotted  up1  edition   of  its  touting 
brother.  Hence,  the  land  speed  rec- 
ord will  not  be  taken  to  a  much 
higher  figure  than  it  is  today. 
SPEED  IN  TOWNS 
"It  Is  the  narrow  city  street  that 
governs  transport  developments.  On 
the  open  road,  with  not  more  than 
twenty  '  vehicles  per  mile  going  In 
one  direction   at  one   time,  there 
|  should  be  no  great  difficulty  in  get- 
thlngs    speeded  up.  provided 
that  the  heavy  vehicles  are  reduced 
In  number.    But  it  is  quite  another 
thing  in  the  towns.      There  are 
definite  limits  to  which  the  speed- 
ing up  process  can  be  taken,  and 
one  is  Inclined  to  think  that  we  are 
closely  approaching  thoue  limits  al- 
ready.   Undoubtedly,  this  la  so  In 
London.  Paris  and  New  York. 

"The  automobile  attribute  that 
we  shall  seek  In  the  future  Is  the 
ability  of  terrific  top  gear  accelera- 
tion, so  that  the  same  car  that  will 
give  eighty  or  so  on  the  open  road 
will  still  trickle  modestly  along  a 
city  street  In  top  gear.  For  all  I 
know,  it  may  have  Its  engine  In 
front  with  a  front  wheel  drive  or  its 
engine  behind  with  a  rear  wheel 
drive,  but  the  aort  of  car  that  Is 
going  to  be  acquired  la  nevertheless 
a  product  of  post-war  racing  expe- 
rience. Stability,  controlablllty,  ter- 
rific getaway  and  super-efficient 
braking  are  the  qualities  that  the 
future  car  must  have,  if  It  la  to  be 
of  any  real  use  to  Its  owner.

In  several  of  my  previous  articles, 
I  called  attention  to  the  use  of  the 
forcing  overcall,  instead  of  the  Neg- 
ative Double,  with  West's  type  of 
hand.  A  Negative  Double  with 
West's  particular  holding  Is  classi- 
fied as  "Strategic"  in  that  West  ls 
prepared.  If  necessary,  to  bid  his 
long  suit  on  the  second  round  If 
not  satisfied  with  partner's  re- 
sponse All  this,  however,  does  not 
take  Into  account  the  possibility  of 
North  throwing  a  monkey  wrench 
Into  the  machinery  by  interposing 
a  Jump  assist.  Should  he  do  so, 
partner  of  doubler  ls  expected  to 
pass  unless  holding  greater  strength 
than  doubler  could  reasonably  ex- 
pect. The  forcing  overcall,  how- 
ever, takes  care,  not  only  of  the 
first  situation,  where  the  Interven- 
ing player  passes,  but  also  of  the 
second.  where  the  Intervening 
player  makes  a  Jump  assist,  as  will 
be  explained  in  the  salient  points 
of  Contract  bidding. 

SALIENT   POINTS   OF   THE  BIDDISIO 

Auction:  South  opens  the  bidding 
with  one  Diamond.  West,  with 
distributed  high  card  values  in 
three  suits  and  a  strong  six  card 
Club  suit,  doubles  negatively,  over 
which  North  makes  a  Jump  assist 
to  three  Diamonds  to  shut  out.  If 
possible,  a  response  by  East  East, 
while  strongly  tempted  to  bid  three 
Hearts  In  response  to  West's  double, 
does  not  actually  hold  the  values 
that  would  Justify  such  free  bid. 
and  therefore  passes,  awaiting  a 
possible  further  double  by  West 
South,  however.  Jumps  in  with  a 
four  Diamond  bid  to  further  em- 
barrass East  and  West.  This  proves 
to  be  excellent  strategy  on  the  part 
of  both  North  and  South,  as  a  sec- 


ond double  by  West  would  be  Posi- 
tive or  Business,  which  West  does 
not  feel  strong  enough  to  make. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  should  West 
double  South's  four  Diamond  bid. 
and  such  double  be  left  in.  8outh 
will  make  four  Diamonds  unless 
West  opens  a  Heart,  almost  the  last 
opening  West  would  feel  inclined 

Contract:  At  Contract.  South 
opens  the  bidding  with  one  Dia- 
mond, which  West  overcalls  with 
three  Clubs,  a  forcing  overcall.  that 
demands  a  response  from  partner 
In  no  uncertain  terms.  North  bids 
three  Diamonds  '  and  East,  no* 
longer  in  doubt  bids  three  Hearts. 
South  overcalls  with  four  Dia- 
monds and  West  goes  to  four 
Hearts,  concluding  the  bidding.

At  Auction  (Diamonds)  I  have 
already  (In  the  preamble)  ex- 
plained that  South  can  make  four 
Diamonds  against  any  opening 
other  than  Hearts.  This  Is  prac- 
tically all  there  is  to  the  play  of  the 
hand  at  Diamonds. 

At  Contract  < Hearts*  South  opens 
the  King  of  Diamonds  and.  upon 
exposure  of  the  Dummy  hand,  shifts 
to  his  singleton  Club.  East  recog- 
nizing South's  Club  lead  as  un- 
doubtedly a  singleton.  Jumps  with 
the  Ace  of  Clubs  in  Dummy  and 
leads  a  small  Heart.  North  wins 
with  the  Ace  and  returns  a  small 
Club  for  South  to  trump.  South 
again  In  the  lead,  plays  the  Sight 
of  Spades,  a  false  card,  to  induce 
East  to  Jump  with  the  Ace  for  fear 
North  may  hold  the  King;  but  as 
East,  In  order  to  go  game,  must 
take  the  Spade  finesse,  he  plays 
the  Queen  from  Dummy,  which 
holds.  He  now  leads  a  small  Heart 
winning  with  the  Jack.  The  Ten 
of  Hearts  dropping  from  8outh's 
hand  shows  East  that  he  has  noth- 
ing to  fear  from  South  In  the  way 
of  a  further  ruff  of  Clubs.  He, 
therefore,  leads  his  losing  Diamond, 
trumps  with  the  King  of  Hearts  In 
Dummy  and  leads  the  Queen  of 
Clubs.

If  Indulged,  might  have  marred  his 
fame  In  the  estimate  of  posterity  at 
least  Alechln.  in  our  humble 
opinion,  cannot  yet  be  classified 
with  Morphy  In  talent;  but  If  he 
could  be  so  classified  hLs  personal 
estimate  of  himself  challenges  a 
difference  of  opinion,  if  not  the 
Imp  of  humor,  besides  exhibiting  a 
want  of  good  taste,  whether  his 
estimate  ls  along  social,  profession- 
al or  personal  lines.  Faith  In  one's 
superiority  is  a  healthy  quality, 
contributing,  when  founded  on  a 
true  basis,  to  success.  Lack  of  It 
under  the  same  basis  can  help  to 
failure.  The  sin  U  In  proclaiming 
It.  Not  the  least  part  of  ones 
superiority  may  be  the  virtue  of 
modesty,  whether  prompted  or  not 
by  the  old  proven  adage  that 
"Pride  goeth  before  a  fall."  This  old 
adage  ls  enough  to  halt  the  average 
sensible  man.  Alechln  is  a  world 
figure— a  talented  artist  In  his  Urn 
but  this  only  serves  to  direct  the 
spotlight  on  his  virtues  and  faults 
in  other  respects.  An  admiring 
chess  world  prefers  to  note  an 
abundance  of  the  former.  Mode  I 
ls  such  a  charming  and  unusual 
quality  in  a  great  artist  that  Its 
possession  by  one  can  well  obscure 
the  many  faults  all  men  inherit ;

In  the  8aanich  Police  Court  yes- 
terday Magistrate  George  Jay 
acquitted  Fred  Barnes  on  an 
amended  charge  of  having,  on 
October  13,  led  on  the  highway  a 
bicycle  not  equipped  with  a  lighted 
lamp  Mr.  E.  L.  Talt,  Saanich 
municipal  prosecutor,  appeared  for 
the  prosecution,  and  Mr.  O  J.  Boul- 
ton  for  the  defence. 

All  the  witnesses  agreed  in  stating 
that  at  the  time  and  place  in  ques- 
tion there  was  an  exceptionally 
dense  fog,  that  even  the  powerful 
headlights  of  a  Vancouver  Island 
Lines  bus  could  not  be  seen  at  a 
distance  of  more  than  about  six  or 
seven  feet;  and  that  unlighted  ob- 
jects would  not  readily  be  distln- 1 
gulshed  at  a  distance  of  more  than 
irom  two  to  four  feet. 

Evidence  by  Mr  Barnes  and  by  a 
witness  for  the  prosecution,  on  cross- 
examination,  was  to  the  effect  that 
the  accused  had  not  been  riding  the ' 
bicycle  at  the  time  m  question,  and  I 
the  Information  was  amended  to  ex- 
clude a  charge  of  riding  without  a 
hght. 

Mr.  Barnes  and  Mr.  Townsend,  an  I 
employee    of    Pllmley    &    Ritchie  I 
testifying  for  the  defence,  explained  ! 
that  the  bicycle  waa  equipped  with 
a  self-generating  electric  light.  When 
the  bicycle  was  ridden  rapidly,  the  I 
light  would  be  nearly  as  strong  as  I 
the  headlights  of  some  motor  cars 
At  a  walking  pace  It  would  be  as' 
strong  as  the  ordinary  oil  lamp  on! 
a  bicycle.   When  the  bicycle  was  not ! 
In  motion  there  would  be  no  light  ' 
The  lighting  device  wa.s  evidently  In  ! 
gcod  order  at  the  time,  for  during 
Mr    Barnes'  conversation  with  the 
chief  of  police.  Mr.  Barnes  had  spun 
the  wheel  and  the  light  had  come  on 
Mr  Oeorge  Beales.  who  was  in  a 
car  at  the  scene,  testified  for  the 
aefence. 

r  \  ■  • ,',  \  -  i  i 
Mr.  Boulton.  addressing  the  court ' 
on  behalf  of  the  defence,  held  that  i 
evidence  had  been  produced  show- 
lng  that  the  light  was  on  when  the 
accused  was  leading  the  bicycle  and 
that  there  was  no  evidence  to  the 
contrary.  Some  witnesses  had  not 
noticed  it.  but  that  might  easily 
happen  In  the  dense  fog.  As  Mr 
Barnes  appeared  suddenly  out  of 
the  fog  and  halted  in  front  of  Chief 
Rankin  to  ask  his  way.  the  latter 
would  very  likely  not  have  seen  the 
light.  The  light  would  be  off  while 
Mr  Barnes  was  standing  there,  and 
the  chief  might  fairly  have  sup- 
posed that  there  had  been  none 
when  the  bicycle  was  moving  Even 
the  lights  of  the  bus  could  not  be 
seen  more  than  a  few  feet  away 

Mr  Talf  said  that  the  cause  of 
the  whole  trouble  was  that  the 
accused  had  started  to  argue  instead 
of  showing  the  chief  of  police  what 
kind  of  a  light  he  had.  and  how  it 1 
operated 

Magistrate  Jay.  in  giving  Judg-  ' 
ment  acquitting  the  accused,  snid 
that  the  chief  of  police  could  not 
see    the    light    when    Mr  Barnes 
stopped  to  speak  to  him  as  it  would 
then  tease.     Two  other  witnesses  1 
Constable    Haydon     and  Charles 
Freeguard.  had  not  noticed  it.  which 
was     not     surprising     under  the! 
weather  conditions     It   was  quite1 
proper  for  the  chief  of  police  to! 
sneak  to  the  accused  of  the  apparent 
absence  of  a  light  Mr  Barnes,  how- ! 
ever,  had  begun  to  argue  about  the 
law     The  chief    was    very  much 
occupied  with  other  business  at  the 
moment  and  had  no  time  to  waste 
In  argument,    As  to  the  language 
alleged  to  have  been  employed,  he 
had  a  word  of  comment.    If '  the 
chief    of    police    did    speak  too 
strongly.  Mr  Barn-s  himself  was  to 
blame  to  some  extent.    It  was  quite 
natural  under  the  circumstances  that 
the  chief  of  police  should  have  be- 
lieved  that  Mr.  Barnes    had  Just 
alighted  from  his  wheel,  and  had 
been  riding  without  a  light.

Why  and  when  or  what  is  a  department 
shop  and  what  difference  is  there  between 
a  department  shop  and  department  store? 
What  relation  has  a  general  warehouse  to  a 
department  shop?  And  are  lines  of  goods, 
straight,  crooked  or  curved? 

These  were  some  of  the  questions  which 
disturbed  the  equilibrium  of  counsel  and 
officials  at  the  City  Police  Court  this  morning 
when  they  wrestled  with  the  "Department 
Shops  Saturday  Early  Closing  By-Law.  1929," 
fcr  the  first  time. 

In  a  prosecution  Instituted  by  Chief  of 
Police  John  Fry.  Fred  Spencer,  proprietor  of 
premises  at  1110  and  1114  Oovernment  Street, 
was  charged  with  an  Infraction  of  the  bv-law 
which  provides  for  the  closing  of  "department 
shops"  at  six  o'clock  on  Saturday  evenings 
He  pleaded  not  guilty  through  counsel.  A. 
Martin. 

The  chief  told  of  visiting  the  premises  of 
the  defendant  on  November  9  at  seven  o'clock 
in  the  evening.  They  were  open  for  business, 
he  said,  and  buslnes.%  was  being  transacted. 
,,The  chief  then  produced  a  plan  of  the  place 
on  which  were  shown  various  counters  arid 
the  prices  of  different  goods  There  were 
more  than  five  lines  of  goods  for  sale  in  the 
place. 

Counsel  then  entered  an  argument  as  to 
what  constituted  a  department  shop.  Mr. 
Martin  maintained  that  the  definition  given 
by  the  by-law.  such  as  It  was.  did  not  bring 
the  premises  of  his  client  in  that  category. 

Magistrate  Oeorge  Jay  said  he  could  not 
understand  why  the  Council,  in  forming  its 
by-laws,  could  not  use  terms  In  tile  English 
language  with  a  well-accepted  meaning.  For 
Instance,  the  term  "lines  of  goods"  as  used 
In  the  by-law.  Although  he  knew  what  a 
line  on  paper,  a  crooked  line  or  a  straight  line 
meant,  he  thought  the  term  grade  or  class 
of  goods  was  the  proper  one. 

Moreover,  the  magistrate  pointed  out.  the 
by-law  suggested  a  general  warehouse  as  a 
place  coming  under  the  definition  of  a  de- 
partment shop  in  his  opinio::,  a  general 
warehouse  #a.s  "a  place  of  storage  for  whole- 
sale goods,  and  *m  certainly  not  a  shop. 

"The  by-law  does  not  differentiate  between 
a  department  store  and  a  department  shop. 
It  has  a  strong  definition  about  a  department 
shop  and  then  calls  It  a  store.  Which  Is  It?" 
the  magistrate  asked. 

The  magistrate  said  he  would  consider  the 
question  and  determine  ir  there  was  some 
proper  deflniClon  of  a  department  store  to  be 
found  somewhere  In  tne  by-law 

City  Prosecutor  C  L.  Harrison  said  con- 
tinued study  of  the  by-law  might  lead  one 
to  believe  that  every  shop  was  a  department 
shep.

T-HE  High  School  of  Glasgow  Is 
1    the  oldest  educational  Institu- 
tion in  that  city,  If  not  In  Scotland. 

"The  School:  Past  and  Present" 
has  been  dealt  with  In  an  interest- 
ing article  contributed  by  "A.L.T " 
to  "The  High  School  of  Glasgow 
Book  of  Service  and  Remembrance." 
The  author  writes: 

The  exact  age  of  the  high  school 
will  probably  never  be  discovered. 
When  James  Beaton,  the  last  Rom- 
ant-eathollc  Archbishop  of  Olasgow 
fled  to  France  In  1560.  he  took  with 
him  the  records  of  the  see.  Includ- 
ing the  Red  Book  of  Olasgow.  dat- 
ing from  the  reign  of  Robert  III 

81nce  the  French  Revolution  all 
trace  of  these  documents  has  dis- 
appeared, and  with  them  Uie  means 
of  determining  the  origin  of  the 
school. 

Of  the  great  English  schools  only 
Westminster  Is  more  venerable.  It 
la  older  than  Eton,  nearly  two  cen- 
turies older  than  Rugby  and  Har- 
row, and  coeval  with  the  famous 
college  founded  by  William  of 
Wykeham  at  Winchester  In  1387.

A  few  year*  ago  he  left  the  UtaN  f*arty 
on  a  question  of  principle,  but  unllng  go  man  v 
of  those  who  have  severed  party  tlM  dOOJtMd 
to  ally  himself  with  opposing  political  fc 
or  to  Indulge  in  captious  critlel*m- 
true  to  hi*  beliefs  and  when  the  Liberals, 
under  Premier  Mackenzie  King,  swung  back 
into  the  true  pathway  of  Liberalism  he  was 
the  first  to  praise  them 

And  now.  by  entering  the  Taachereau  cab- 
inet, he  haa  once  more  reversed  the  natural 
order  of  things.  Since  the  founding  of  this 
Dominion  it  has  been  the  custom  of  succeasful 
provincial  public  men  to  graduate  to  Federal 
politics,  but  rarely  has  a  outstanding  public 
man  In  the  Dominion  field  returned  to  the 
provincial. 

McMaster  is  a  Presbyterian  and  will  repre- 
sent the  Protestant  minority  in  the  Quebec 
Government.  He  was  born  in  Montreal  in 
1870,  the  son  of  a  Manxman  who  had 
emigrated  to  Canada.  He  was  educated  at 
McGlll  and  Edinburgh  Universities,  being 
graduated  in  law  As  a  young  advocate  In 
Montreal  ha  fall  under  the  spell  of  Sidney 
FlsheT.  a  colleague  of  Laurier,  and  it  was 
under  this  favorable  tutelage  that  he  first 
took  an  active  part  in  public  affairs. 

McMaster  finally  entered  the  House  of 
Commons  in  1917  as  member  for  Brome  In  the 
Townships.  He  quickly  made  his 
M  an  orator  of  outstanding  distinction 
and  as  a  sound  economist  He  was  a  keen 
student  of  the  great  authorities  on  trade  and 
tariffs  from  Rlcardo  to  John  Stuart  Mill  and 
was  never  happier  than  In  assailing  the 
policy  of  protection 

With  the  change  of  Government  in  1931. 
when  McMaster  wan  re-elected,  the  period  of 
his  greatest  contribution  to  the  public  life  of 
Canada  began  As  chairman  of  the  parlia- 
mentary committee  on  agriculture  he  waa  a 
key  man  in  many  of  the  moat  important  In- 
vestigations carried  out  in  Ottawa.  He  waa, 
indeed,  the  moving  spirit  of  the  committae 
•  nd  never  since  he  retired  from  public  life  lias 
it  bulked  so  large  in  the  afTalra  of  Parliament 
McMaster  possessed  to  a  remarkable  degree  all 
the  qualifications  necessary  in  a  chairman  of  a 
large  parliamentary  committee 

Then  in  1924  came  a  turning  point  in  his 
career.  As  a  believer  in  low  tariff  he  was  dis- 
appointed in  the  early  budgets  of  the  new 
Oovemment.  Finally  he  decided  to  sever  the 
party  ties  and  take  his  seat  on  the  croas 
benches. 

Subsequent  events  smoothed  his  path.  The 
Liberals  under  Mackenzie  King  brought  down 
a  succession  of  low  tariff  budgets  and  Me- 
M aster  promptly  returned  to  the  party  fold 
And  then  the  Redlatrtbutlon  Act  of  1936  elim- 
inated his  seat  and  he  retired  from  public  life.

and  for  eight  years  he  haa  been  chairman  of 
the  school  board  He  has  frequently  served  as 
medical  health  officer  for  soma  of  the  adjoin- 
ing niral  municipalities  of  Manitoba,  and  at 
the  present  time  he  Is  honorary  president  of 
the  Eastern  Saskatchewan  Medical  Aesocla- 
tlon  and  a  member  of  the  executive  of  the 
provincial  association.

aa  those  engaged  In  the 
■JOtrch.  J.  B.  Tyrrell  wag 
a  member  of  foe  Canadian 
Geographical  Survey,  un- 
der order*  from  an  Ottawa 
department  to  conduct  an 
exploratory  survey  of  the 
barren  land*,  a  territory  estinutted  at  more 
than  3*0.000  miles  In  extent.  It  all  lay  north 
of  the  59th  parallel  of  latitude  between  Oreat 
Slave  Lake  and  Hudson  Bay. 

Setting  out  from  Athabaaita  the  Tyrrela  took 
with  them  among  others  on  their  Journey  down 
the  Athabaaka.  which  I*  said  to  be  navigable 
for  long  stretche*  for  1.500  miles  of  It*  cour*e. 
three  Iroquois  Indians., one  of  whom  had  ac- 
companied Lord  Wol*eley.  as  a  voyageur  In  the 
Egyptian  campaign 

The  brother*  speak  of  a  country  composed  of 
the  Daly  Lake  area  These  bogs 
in  solid  glacier*,  which  some- 
times break  off  Into  the  lake.  From  thla  lake 
the  explorer*  worked  their  way  eaetward  into 
the  Dubawnt  River,  a  great,  broad,  shallow 
stream,  »wlft  and  full  of  rapid* 
They  were  beyond  the  timber  line  in  a  tree- 
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leas  wildernOOav 

The  party  went  from  Carey  Lake  into  the 
Dubawnt  River,  thence  to  Lake  Markham,  paas- 
lng  through  huge  piles  of  ice  rafted  along  the 
shore— in  August.  After  canoeing  down  a 
stream  of  some  length  they  came  upon  a  great 
lake.  A*  far  a*  the  eye  could  reach.  »outh  and 
eaat.  they  saw  ice  almost  everywhere.  But 
there  ware  some  water  channels. 

In  thla  part  of  the  North  savage  wolf  packs 
were  encountered  One  such  was  led  by  a  huge, 
gaunt,  daring  brute,  whoae  hide  soon  became  a 
trophy  In  the  kit  of  the  explorer*  All  night 
long,  and  every  night,  the  brutes  could  be 
heard  howling  in  th*  barren  hllla  around  the 


On  August  15  the  explorers,  following  the 
barren  shores  of  Dubawnt  Lake,  came  upon 
much  packed  lea  AUo  the  breeding  place*  of 
wild  geese  mere  encountered  That  night  they 
war*  arouaed  by  a  furious  gale  and  pelting 
rain  For  forty-eight,  hour*  rain  and  wind 
never  ceeaed  Passing  through  Aberdeen  and 
Shultr.  Lake*,  which  are  connected  by  a  navi- 
gable river,  the  party  reached  Chesterfield  Inlet 
by  September  7.  500  mile*  north  of  Fort 
Churchill,  the  termlnua  of  the  Hudson  Bay 
Railway. 

Six  day*  later,  on  September  11.  th*  party 
•tarted  down  tha  .horaa  of  Hud*on  Bay  They 
were  by  now  on  short  rations  Several  sea 
duck*  were  shot  and  eaten  despite  th*  un- 
pleaaant  flah  ta«t*  The  country  waa  so  open 
that  deer  hunting  was  impoaalble  Terrible 
•torms  were  now  encountered,  lasting  until 
October  6  Ice  was  forming  all  along  the 
shore*  of  the  bay  and  mow  waa  falling  Inter- 
mittently On  October  14  all  thought  of 
reaching  Churchill  by  water  waa  abandoned 
Scout*  were  sent  on  ahead  and  two  day*  later 
a  rescue  party  reached  th*  *cen*  from  the  fort, 
ending  a  life  and  death  *tr\*ggle  now  mem- 
orable in  the  hl*tory  of  exploration  in  the  Far 
North

In  connection  with  the  bestowal  of  this 
coveted  honor  on  Mr.  Ingram.  M  Ouenard- 
wrltea  in  Paris- Canada : 


"Mr.  William  H.  Ingram  certainly  under- 
stands better  than  any  other  man  from  On- 
tario the  mentality,  aspirations  and  life  of  the 
French.  He  remains  a  Torontonian  by  reason 
of  his  phlegm,  his  realist  views  in  politics  and 
by  the  Importance  he  assigns  to  economic 
question*,  but  his  mind  readily  comprehends 
French  logic,  and  on  the  other  hand  the  ex- 
perience of  the  last  twenty  years  has  cau*ed 
hlaii  to  admit  the  dynamism  of  ideas  and  the 
power  of  great  sentiment*  in  democracies. 

"Mr  Ingram  pursued  hla  studies  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto,  but  he  is  also  a  disciple  of 
the  "Ecole  Libre  des  Sciences  Politiques"  in 
Paris.  In  1916  he  was  organizing  secretary  of 
the  American  Tobacco  Companies,  but  chiefly 
he  was  writer  for  The  London  Morning  Poet. 
When  Senator  Beaubien  went  ail  over  France 
with  the  famoua  exhibition  train,  Mr.  Ingram 
represented  the  mission  for  the  whole  of  the 
Canadian  press.  This  triumphal  expedition 
may  perhaps -have  helped  to  show  him  all  the 
resources  of  France,  the  labor  of  her  people 
and  the  gra~r  of  natural  conditions 

"Special  missions  to  Europe,  to  the  assem- 
blies of  the  League  of  Nations,  to  the  Olympic 
game*,  etc..  made  a  complete  European  of  Mr 
Ingram  a  Frenchman  by  adoption,  while  he 
remafhed  a  Torontonian  at  heart.  And  this 
Is  all  to  the  good,  because  all  Mr.  Ingram's 
writings.  "Canada."  "Toleration."  etc..  all  his 
dispatches  to  the  newspapers  tend  to  engineer 
a  more  exact  understanding  of  the  respective 
tendencies  of  Canada  and  of  France. 
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DUT  for  the  Oreat  War.  "Father  Hlnden- 
burg"  would  have  died  unknown.  As  It 
is  he  stands  supreme,  one  of  the  most  out- 
standing men  of  the  war,  a  great  figure  stand- 
ing above  the  wreck  of  a  great  nation.  A  man 
who  Is  respected  the  world  over  for  sticking 
to  his  duty. 


A  life-long  monarchist  he  is  now 
of  the    Oerman    republic    although    in  his 
eighty-second  year 

Upon  one  action  did  this  man  become 
famous  A  single  plan  of  military  defence 
allowed  him  to  survive  the  wreckage  in  his 
country  and  placed  him  at  the  head  of  his 
nation  long  after  the  Emperor  he  had  loved 
was  exiled  That  plan  was  his  scheme  of 
fortifying  the  Masurian  Lake* 

The  defence  of  thi*  area  was  an 
For  years  everywhere  he  went  he  carried  with 
him  blueprints,  maps  and  figures  showing  how- 
thousands  upon  thousands  of  men  could  be 
wiped  out  if  they  attacked  East  Prussia 
People  laughed  at  him.  They  simply  roared  at 
his  proposals  Military  experts  smiled  sympa- 
thetically as  he  explained  his  great  *cheme 
and  then  gently  Informed  him  that  It  was  im- 
practicable 

Finally  It  was  proposed  to  drain  the  Ma- 
surian Lakes  Hlndenberg  fought  against  this 
like  a  madman.  He  became  a  pest,  a  silly  old 
man  who  h*d  reached  his  second  childhood 
and  was  playing  with  tin  soldiers.  But  he 
persisted.  For  days  he  waited  and  waited  for 
■  n  audience  with  the  Kaiser  Eventually  he 
cornered  him  and  forcefully  presented  his 
case  "Oh,  all  right,  keep  your  lake*."  the 
Emperor  said.

Hlndenberg.  the  "old  fool. '  Major  Mud."  was 
their  only  salvation

"The  manuscript  was  completely  rewritten 
four  times,  and  some  of  the  chapters  were  re- 
written as  many  as  nine  times,  but  in  the  end 
I  felt  that  all  thi*  work  had  not  been  In  vain. 
It  Is  not  often  that  an  author  is  completely 
satisfied  with  that  he  has  done,  but  I  came 
very  near  It  indeed  I  waa  not  conceited 
enough  to  imagine  that  the  book  was  perfect, 
but  I  really  believed  that  It  approached  per- 


"I  did  England's  leading  publisher  the  honor 
of  submitting  my  manuscript  to  htm.  and  he 
was  very  prompt  Indeed  In  sending  It  back 
with  a  polite  note  saying  that  It  waa  not 
exactly  what  his  firm  wanted.  This  amased 
me,  and  I  felt  sorry  for  the  man.  but  he  had 
hi*  chance  and  foozled  It,  and  must  now 
abide  the  consequences. 

"Incredible  though  it  seems,  a  second  pub- 
lisher also  found  my  romantic  novel  unsuit- 
able So  did  a  third,  and  a  fourth.  The  fifth 
man.  in  returning  my  msnuscript.  enclosed  a 
letter  to  the  effect  that  though  no  doubt  I  had 
been  actuated  by  the  highest  motive*  in  pro- 
ducing this  work,  ambition  was  hardly  enough 
to  ensure  success  in  the  writing  profession, 
and  that  the  best  he  could  say  waa  that  my 
effort  was  rather  puerile 

"After  this  frank  criticism  I  reread  the 
manuscript  and  reached  the  sad  concluaion 
that  the  publisher  was  right.  It  now  reats  in 
the  archives  of  the  MacDonald  family,  a 
memorial  to  misguided  zeal."

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NE  could  hardly  blame  Cameron  if.  in  hi* 
philosophy  of  life,  he  were  to  lay  stress 
on  an  Indian's  desire  for  respectability  Wil- 
liam Bleasdell  Cameron  was  the  only  white 
man  who  escaped  death  at  Frog  Lake,  Alberta. 
April  2.  1885.  when  Wandering  Spirit  led  his 
ochre-cheeked  warriors  into  blood-lust;  he  es- 
caped because  Yellow  Bear  wanted  a  hat. 

It  Is  said  that  some  men  are  never  at  ease 
unleas  they  have  their  hats  on.  ao  it  may  be 
that  the  Indian  needed  headgear  to  give  him 
the  mental  poise  for  the  slicing  of  scalps. 
At  any  rate,  he  ordered  Cameron,  who  had 
been  on  hi*  way  to  Join  the  rest  of  the  whites 
of  the  little  settlement,  back  to  the  Hudaon* 
Bay  stores  to  get  him  the  correct  mode  In 
haberda*hery  Yellow  Bear  and  Cameron  had 
hardly  completed  the  transaction  when  volley* 
of  rifle*  announced  the  beginning  of  the 
twenty-minute  daughter  at  Frog  Lake. 

After  the  massacre  he  remained  a  prisoner 
of  the  Indians  until  he  escaped  at  the  battle 
of  Frenchman  «  Butte  80  he  knows  the  «tory

Aa  a  youth,  Cameron  found  that  Indians 
ware  Interesting  to  read  about  They  must 
be  still  more  Interesting  to  talk  to  and 
with  80  he  came  West  where  there 
Indians    That  wa*  in  1881 

He  was  given  a  Job  by  "Sandy"  MacDonald. 
•  the  late  Alexander  MacDonald.  then  a  small 
Jobber  In  Winnipeg)  to  trade  at  Battleford— 
flat-bottomed  steamer  to  Fort  Blllce.  then  by 
cart-wheel  to  Battleford.  the  capital  of  the 
old  Northwest  Territories  He  was  with  the 
party  later  that  laid  the  trail  from  Battleford 
to  Swift  Current. 

The  complexion  of  the  population  was  get- 
ting too  white  for  him.  however,  so  he  Invested 
hi*  stake  in  a  trading  outfit  of  his  own  and 
atruck  off  North  to  the  Indian  territory  north 
of  the  North  Saskatchewan  Then  followed 
the  tragedy  of  Frog  Lake  and  the  Rebellion 
For  a  time  after  the  Rebellion  he  found  him- 
self in  civilization,  but  it  wa*  only  six  years 
before  he  was  again  In  a  lonely  Hudson  *  Bay 
trading  post  on  Lake  Winnipeg 

There  he  discovered  his  penchant  for  writing, 
an  interest  that  motivated  the  next  odd  Jump 
He  moved  from  hla  northern  trading  post  to 
take  the  editorship  of  a  Duluth  newspaper 

Trapper,  trader,  pathfinder.  Indian  prlaoner. 
frontiersman  It  was  inevitable  that  he  should 
take  to  writing  stories  of  the  great  Western 
outdoors  So  he  became  editor  of  "Field  and 
8tream."  then  published  at  St  Paul.  Mlnne- 
by  him  to  New  York

iness man  in  America.  A  Hungarian  immi- 
grant to  the  United  States,  he  has  cleaned 

floors,  worked  in  a  fur  store,  cut  furs,  operated 
a  penny  arcade,  started  the  Famous  Players 
picture  company  and  ha*  been  given  the  tlUe 
of  "father  of  the  film"  and  "king  of  the  mo- 
tion picture  Industry ."  But  no  matter  whe 
he  Is  in  America  Adolph  Zukor  ts  Aladdin  and 
Santa  Claus  rolled  into  one  in  the  Uny  village 
of  Riesc.  w*ierc  he  was  born.  Zukor  is  to  this 
town,  and  more,  what  Arthur  Cutten  Is  to 
Guelph  Recently  he  went  back  to  his  native 
town  In  a  special  car.  the  next  most  expensive 
thing  to  buying  the  entire  railroad,  and  told 
the  villagers  that  they  could  have  almost  any- 
thing they 


To  fully  appreciate  the  success  of  this  little 
man  it  must  be  realized  that  he  landed  In 
America  when  he  was  sl.Ueen  with  $25,  or  per- 
haps 840.  he  Isn't  quite  sure  which,  in  hu 
pocket.  Today  he  Is  a  multi-millionaire  and 
the  guiding  spirit  in  companies  whose  gro&s  in- 
come approaches  the  $150,000,000  mark  yearly. 

He  wa*  born  in  1873  of  humble  parents 
America  wa*  hi*  dream  When  he  became  old 
enough  to  *tart  out  on  his  great  adventure  he. 
as  he  deacrlbes  it.  "got  on  a  boat  in  Europe  and 
got  off  it  in  New  York."  There  was  no  Ellis 
Island  to  hold  back  the  immigrants  In  those 
days.  New  York  activity  fascinated  him.  but 
the  first  thing  he  wanted  was  a  Job,  which  he 
got  at  $3  a  week  In  a  small  upholsterer's  shop. 
Then  he  had  a  chance  In  a  fur  store  and  in- 
creased his  salary  to  $4  weekly.  Four  years 
later  he  entered  Into  a  partnership  In  a  fur 
store  In  Chicago  Still  he  groped  for  thr  work 
that  suited  him.  Then  he  found  it.  The  enter- 
tainment business  He  and  Mitchell  Mark  went 
Into  the  penny  arcade  business  in  New  York 
and  made  It  a  success.  Arcades  were  opened  In 
Boston  and  Buffalo  and  he  was  on  the  road  to 
success 

The  first  glimpse  he  had  of  a  motion  picture 
theatre  was  in  Pittsburgh.  It  only  held  25 
persons,  but  its  possibilities  made  a  great  im- 
pression on  the  penny  arcade  operator  In 
1906  he  disposed  of  his  "mutoscope"  business 
and  Joined  forces  with  William  A.  Brady, 
theatrical  producer,  who  had  a  patent  on 
"Hales  touring  car*."  They  were  atatlonary 
boxea  almUar  to  a  railroad  car  where  trave- 
logues were  shown  with  "sound  effect  "  Film* 
were  soon  exhausted.  Producer*  laughed  at 
Zukor  and  his  idea*,  that  is  except  Daniel 
Frohman  They  formed  the  Famous  Players 
Company. 

Sarah  Bernhardt,  at  the  peak  of  her  fame 
was  seen  by  the  two  men  aa  a  means  of  "put- 
ting over  the  111m*  The  temperamental 
actress  would  not.  they  knew,  listen  to  offers 
of  money,  so  they  appealed  to  her  to  allow  her 
fame  to  go  down  In  history  by  mean*  of  the 
film 

Zukor  ha*  an  elghteen-hole  golf  course  on 
hi*  country  estate  In  California;  he  *trongly 
favors  clean  pictures,  has  done  more  for  the 
inotlon-plcture  lndu*try  than  any  other  man.

Olynn  who  gave  Supreme  Court  Justice 
Ahearn  hi*  start,  and  some  will  tell  that 
It  was  Ahearn's  cousin,  Michael  Cronln.  the 
saloon  keeper  Each  of  them  had  a  hand  In  it 
Daniel  Ahearn  finished  the  sixth  grade  at 
Saint  Mary's  School  In  Pitt  Street,  and  then 
went  to  work  lor  Chaflln  &  Company  That 
much  appears  to  be  certain  Some  time 
thereafter,  probably  when  he  was  about  six- 
teen, he  became  a  bartender.  He  continued 
hi*  education  at  night,  somewhat  spas- 
modically as  his  duties  permitted;  studied  law 
at  Peter  Coopers  University;  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  at  the  age  of  twenty-six  and  hung 
up  his  white  apron  forever. 

There  Is  a  story  that  Cronln  went  to  Senator 
McOlynn.  who  at  this  time  was  holding  the 
city  and  the  party  In  his  fat  white  hand,  and 
laid  these  facts  before  him.  and  that  McOlynn 
sent  Ahearn  a  few  small  cases,  which  he 
handled  well  enough  Then  he  sent  him  some- 
thing more  Important  and  more  dubious,  and 
Ahearn  kicked  his  new  clients  out  of,  his  cheap 
little  office.  So  the  Senator  sent  for  him  and 
Inquired  the  cause  of  this  discourtesy,  and 
Counselor  Ahearn  told  him  in  his  unvarnished 
Third  Avenue  dialect  that  he  didn't  do  that 
kind  of  business,  see? 

And  the  Senator  Intimated  he  couldn't  find 
uses  for  lawyers  who  were  overparticular,  and 
Ahearn  picked  up  his  derby  and  delivered 
himself  of  a  hot  valedictory  upon  Senator 
McOlynn,  his  friends  and  the  nature  of  their 
law  cases,  and  stamped  his  way  out  of  the 
office  without  pausing  for  reply. 

Now,  It  Is  well  known  that  Senator  McOlynn 
had  that  love  of  buffoonery  which  character- 
izes licentious  rulers.  Virtue  amused  him  al- 
ways, moral  Indignation  amused  him.  and  he 
had  the  voluptuary's  pas/ion  for  nalvette. 
Ahearn  .spent  his  first  .eight  months  at  the 
bar  as  most  young  lawyers  spend  them  who 
have  no  famUy  coffers  upon  which  to  draw, 
and  one  morning  was  aghast  and  astounded 
to  find  In  his  scanty  mall  an  invitation  to  call 
upon  the  district  attorney  for  the  county. 

It  Is  known  that  he  went  breathlessly  to* 
Cronln.  running  down  Columbia  Street. 
Brooklyn,  to  Cronin's  place  and  burst  in  upon 
him  panting  and  stammering  his  gratitude 
Cronin  listened  to  him  In  amazement  and 
told  him  he  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
matter— nothing  But  Cronin  also  threw  his 
arms  around  him  and  banged  him  on  the 
back,  uttering  those  profane  ejaculations  em- 
ployed by  the  less  urbane  to  Indicate  Joy  or 
grief 

It  was  well  for  Ahearn  that  he  had  his  mo- 
ment of  exultation,  for  the  opposition  news- 
papers evidently  had  not  heard  any  such  ex- 
planation of  the  reasons  for  his  sudden 
\  distinction.  They  Imputed,  as  usual,  the  most 
sinister  motives  to  the  district  attorney  and  to 
Senator  McOlynn.

Of  the  two  excellent  ways  to  bring  out  the 
essential  virtues  within  him.    the  city  had 
chosen  one -ridicule    It.  laughed  at  him.  He 
had  a  fine  audience  for  his  first  few  cases- 
young  attorneys  with  degrees  from  Columbia 
and  Harvard,  special  writers  from  the  news- 
papers, curiosity  seekers.    The  district  at- 
torney, whether  acting  under  Instructions  or 
from  a -sense  of  fair  play,  which  some  dis- 
trict attorneys  have-  at  least  when  they're 
young  -gave  him    every    consideration  He 
didn't  have  much  to  do.  and  he  did  It  well 
enough.    His  hearers  laughed  when  they  could, 
as  a  vaudeville  audience  does,  and  there  were 
things  to  laugh  at,  If  you'd  never  seen  a  bar- 
tender before  who  had  the  patois  of  the  East 
jSlde  thick  In  his  throat.    But  he  showed  no 
''glaring  Ignorance  -and   his  voice  was  com- 
posed, if  a  little  too  loud  for  cultured  ears,  and 
his  mouth  was  set,  and  he  saw  no  discourtesy 
in  anyone  or  anything.    He  had  made  up  hu 
mfhd  to  that 

In  due  course  he  had  a  case  against  some 
silk  thieves  People  vs.  Cama.no,  Hartaen- 
•teln  and  Hlckey  He  had  them  convicted  be- 
fore he  summed  up.  and  he  knew  it.  and  in 
his  triumph  he  let  himself  go  a  little

up  an'  down  a  strtngplece,  trytn  to  keep  warm, 
tryin'  to  do  their  job.  Fifty  cent*  a 
they  get. 

"Along  comes  a  lot  of  rata,  lookln  for 
thin'  they  can  swl— steal.    What  do 
fellahs  do'  There  aln  t  one  out  ol  fifty  of 
won  t  put  up  his  hands  and  Jump  at  them.

You  could  have  the 
best  case  In  the  world,  absolutely  airtight,  and 
It  wouldn  t  do  you  any  good  Oosh.

And  down  In  the  underworld,  the  under- 
world that  Ahearn  saw  moving  from  the 
waterfront  to  Allen  Street  to  Fourteenth 
Street,  to  the  Thirties,  to  the  Fifties,  and 
that  "a  still  on  the  way  uptown,  they'd  tell  vou 
about  him.  Dat  Skate  Ooh!  He  don't

And  the  Jurymen,  the  conscientious,  upright 
Jurymen,  too  small  or  too  virtuous  to  .avoid 
their  duty.  The  looks  Judge  Ahearn  would 
give  them  If  they  came  In  Ave  minutes  late 
from  lunch,  or  if  they  pleaded  sickness  or  said 
they  had  objections  to  circumstantial  evidence 
or  to  maximum  penalties!

What  about  the  Judges  friends?  Well,  to 
tell  the  truth,  he  had  almost  no  friends. 
Michael  Cronln  had  asked  him  for  a  favor 
years  before,  a  suspended  sentence  for  some 
unfortunate,  and  Ahearn  wouldn't  grant  It.

What  Has  Prohibition  Accomplished  ?

BEFORE  the  intense  Interest  of  the  Oreat 
War  died  away,  tha  far-eeatag  An"  • 
lean  people  provided  themselves  with 
another  unfailing  topic  of  conversation 

The  attempt  of  the  legislature  to  prevent  by 
a  stroke  of  the  pen  a  hundred  and  twenty  mil- 
lion persons  from  drinking  spirits,  wines  or 
even  beer.  Is  the  most  amazing  exhibition  alike 
of  the  arrogance  and  of  the  Impotence  of  a 
majority  that  the  history  of  representative  In- 
stitutions can  show. 

The  extreme  self  assertion  which  leads  an 
Individual  to  Impose  hla  likes  and  dlsllkei  upon 
others,  the  spasmodic  workings  of  the  electoral 
machine,  the  h"sterla  of  wartime  on  the  home 
front  and  the  rat-trap  rigidity  of  the  American 
Constitution  have  combined  to  produce  on  a 
gigantic  acale  a  spectacle  at  once  comic  and 
pathetic 

The  desire  of  Anna  Ooodchild  to  play  school- 
marm  to  the  other  little  children:  to  stand 
Susan  in  the  comer  and  put  a  dunce's  cap  on 
Johnny's  head,  was  here  presented  upon  the 
stage  of  a  continent  by  a  mighty  community  to 
an  astonished  world 

But  the  children,  especially  the  younger  ones, 
toon  got  tired  of  playing  "school"  with  Anna 
Goodchlld.  and  by  their  forward  ahd  ram-' 
pageous  conduct  converted  it  into  the  vastest 
game  of  "Hunt  the  Slipper"  that  was  ever 
known> 

Up  and  down,  to  and  fro,  from  ocean  to 
ocean,  from  Canada  to  Mexico,  by  land,  by 
sea.  by  air,  the  slipper  Is  hunted  by  poor  Anna  I 
"8ee!  There  It  Is!  Johnny  Is  holding  It  up." 
"No!  Susan  Is  sitting  on  It."  "There!  Charles 
has  made  one  all  himself!  "But  look!  Willie 
Is  bringing  in  a  whole  basketful." 

And  Anna,  rushing  to  seize  It.  Is  tripped  up 
by  the  little  boy  she  had  picked  out  especially 
to  help  her,  and  falls  head  over  heels  on  the 
ground,  breaking  the  school  furniture  and 
spilling  the  Ins?  pot  all  over  the  carpet. 

Truly  a  wonderful  game;  far  more  exciting 


to  the  players  and  entertaining  to  the  specta- 
tors than  what  Anna  had*  originally  conceived 

Obviously  there  are  limitations  upon  the 
power  of  legislative  majorities.  It  is  aasy  to 
pass  a  law  All  you  do  Is  to  organize  the  peo- 
ple who  are  keen  upon  It  In  every  electoral 
area,  and  set  to  work  to,  badger  the  local  candi- 
dates and  the  local  caucus  1111  they  make  It  a 
plank  In  their  platform. 

Out  of  all  these  local  platform*,  a  high  na- 
tional structure  Is  built  by  the  same  methods. 
o;i  top  of  which  Is  poised  a  statue  of  Uncle 
8am.  winking  qulzlcally,  above  the  Inscription: 


"This  is  the  will  of  the  Nation,  and  this  Is  the 
<»r  •.  i  ..i-.-i 
And  all  the  paopta  who  have  been  walking 
about  below,  busy  with  the*  dally  life  and 
making  the  country  rich  and  strong.  look  up  at 
the  new  monument  and  exclaim.  "Fancy  that, 
how  .funny!" 

Intolrrunt   Itlculium   (  o.sr/v 

VtO  folly  Is  more  costly  than  the  folly  of  in- 
tolerant Idealism  Follies  which  tenfl 
toward  vice  encounter  at  every  stage  in  free 
and  healthy  communities  enormous  checks  and 
correctives  from  the  .Inherent  goodness  and 
sanity  of  human  nature;  but  follies  sustained 
by  lofty  Ideals  go  far  and  set  up  strange  and 
slnster  reactions. 

When  standards  of  conduct  or  morals  are 
profaaaad  and  enforced  which  are  beyond  the 
normal  public  sentiment  of  a  great  community, 
the  results  are  Invariably  evasion,  subterfuge, 
and  hypocrisy  In  the  end  a  lower  standard  Is 
reached  In  practice  than  would  have  followed 
from  a  common  sense  procedure. 

The  melancholy  era  which  followed  the  vic- 
tory of  the  North  In  the  American.  Civil  War 
affords  a  glaring  example.  Inspired  by  the 
noblest  of  Ideals— the  abolition  of  slavery- 
animated  by  fierce  war  hatred  and  party  Host, 
the  conquerors  decreed  that  black  and  white 
should  vote  on  equal  terms  throughout  the 
Union,  and  the  famous  Fifteenth  Amendment 
was  added  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States. 

Overwhelming  force  was  at  their  disposal, 
with  evary  disposition  to  use  It  against  the 
prostrate  and  disarmed  Confederacy.  The 
North  were  no  more  Inconvenienced  by  the 
voting  of  a  few  handfuls  of  negroes  scattered 
among  their  large  population,  and  being  out- 
voted on  all  occasions,  than  Is  a  teetotaler  by 
prohibition  But  the  South  had  different  fel- 
lings. 

After  years  of  waste  friction  and  actual  suf- 
fering, the  Fifteenth  Amendment  was  reduced 
by  the  persistent  will  power  of  the  minority 
and  through  many  forms  of  srilAce  and  vio- 
lence to  a  dead  letter.  The  Southern  Negroes 
have  the  equal  political  rights  It  was  the  boast 
of  the  Constitution  to  accord  them;  but  It  has 
for  two  generations  been  well  understood  that 
they  are  not  to  use  them  in  any  state  or  district 
where  they  would  make  any  difference. 

As  with  the  Fifteenth,  so  will  it  be  with  the 
Eighteenth  Amendment  The  "Chinese  digni- 
tary studying  American  life  and  law  asked 
blandly,  when  prohibition  was  explained  to 
him.  "When  does  it  begin?"    A  more  serious

Judgment  was  expressed  to  me  by  one  well 
qualified  to  form  an  opinion:  "There  Is  less

Ultimate  decision  upon  the  abstract,  rights 
and  wrongs  of  prohibition  depends  upon  the 
view  which  ls  held  of  the  relation  of  the  indi- 
vidual to  the  State.    Ls  the  State,  based  upon 


majorities  elected  somehow,  entitled  to  enforce 
us  will  upon  all  its  individual  members  In  every 
direction  without  limit;  or  Is  the  State  entitled 
to  use  its  delegated  powers  only  within  such 
hmlts  and  for  such  purposes  as  have  led  Indi- 
viduals to  bind  themselves  togeihcr  and  submit 
themselves  to  its  organization?

LI  AS  a  majority  perhaps  In  fact  a  minority 
—a  right  to  do  anything  which  It  can 
get  voted  by  the  legislature,  or  do  its  powers 
when  extended  beyond  a  certain  point  degen- 
erate Into  tyranny?  Is  it  necessary  for  the 
purposes  "Life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  hap- 
piness '  that  vast  sums  of  money  should  be 
and  hordes  of  officials  employed  against 
and  responsible  citizens  who  wish  to  do 
no  more  than  drink  wine  or  beer  as  they  would 
in  any  other  civilized  country  In  the  world? 

Is  not  the  State,  on  this  question,  exceeding 
Its  duties?  Is  It  not  needlessly  and  wrongfully 
Interfering  with  the  Individual  and  with  that 
liberty  which  It  has  been  called  Into 
to  guard? 

On  the  abstract  merits  there  are  of 
two  opinions,  but  on  the  practical  results  there 
ran  be  only  one  A  law  which  does  not  carry 
with  It  the  assent  of  public  opinion  or  com- 
mand the  convictions  of  the  leading  elements 
in  a  community  may  endure,  but  cannot  suc- 
ceed; and  under  modern  conditions  In  a  demo- 
cratic country  It  must,  in  the  process  of  failure, 
breed  many  curious  and  dangerous  evils. 

To  abstain  from  wine  because  one  does  not 
like  It  or  need  it  Ls  good;  to  abstain  in  order 
to  set  an  example  ls  better;  to  compel  others 
to  abstain  because  one  has  abstained  oneself 
lrf.  to  say  the  least,  bad  manners;  to  Indulge 
oneself  while  compelling  others  to  abstain  Is 
contemptible.  Yet  thLs  last  has  become  one  of 
the  commonest  features  of  American  life. 

Millions  of  people  of  every  class  who  vote 
dry  and  thereby  assume  moral  responsibility 
for  all  that  the  attempted  enforcement  of  pro- 
hibition Involves  do  not  hesitate  to  procure 
and  consume  alcoholic  beverages  whenever 
they  require  them 

8uch  a  divorce  between  the  civic  act  and 
private  conduct  would  only  be  poasible  In  a 
sphere  where  the  vote  of  the  legislative  Insti- 
tution did  not  correspond  to  the  moral  convic- 
tions and  deep-seated  habits  of  the  nation. 

What  of  the  cause  of  temperance  meanwhile? 
Does  it  gain  or  lo?e  by  these  violent  measures? 
Has  the  progress  of  the  United  States,  in  com- 
batting the  evils  of  drunkenness  under  prohibi- 
tion, been  comparable  with  that,  for  Instance, 
of  Oreat  Britain  und»r  a  regulated  freedom, 
tempered  by  high  taxation? 

I  was  proud  to  tell  Americans  how  our  con- 
victions for  drunkenness  had  declined  to  a 
third  of  what  they  were  before  the  war;  how 
each  year,  as  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer.  I 
had  had  to  write  the  Budget  down  by  three  or 


four  million  pounds  on  account  of  the  Uicrcas- 
lngly  temperate  habit*  of  the  British  public 
and  how  vast  was  the  revenue  still  gathered  10 
our  national  coffers,  which.  In  the  United 
States,  flowed  to  the  bootlegger  or  was  squan- 
dered In  a  nightmare  warfare  to  suppress  him 


I 
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WAS  glad  to  point  to  the  various  experi- 
ments which  are  now  being  made  with  suc- 
cess and  satisfaction  In  Canada.  The  Cana- 
dians, under  the  same  unbalanced  war-time 
emotion,  decreed  prohibition  But  when  ex- 
perience had  taught  them  its  evils  I  hey  still 
enjoyed  Constitutional  power  to  retrace  the'* 
steps.  They  have  erected  their  new  system 
around  the  impressive  principle  that  no  per- 
son shall  have  the  slightest  Interest  In  the 
manufacture,  transportation  or  sale  of  alco- 
holic, liquor,  and  upon  this  firm  foundation 
they  have  rallied  the  approval  and  the  loyalty 
of  the  public. 

Thoughtful  Americans  look  wistfully  across 
the  Canadian  border  and  across  the  Atlantic 
Ocean  at  communities  who  seem  to  combine 
Increasing  sobriety  with  private  liberty.  They 
wonder  how  they  are  to  escape  from  the  rigid 
grip  of  their  own  political  Institutions  and 
criss-cross  party  groupings. 

They  are  shocked  at  the  growth  of  drunken- 
ness, and  of  the  crimes  and  diseases  of  drunk- 
enness In  their  midst.  They  resent  the  con- 
stant interference  of  the  State  with  the  private 
life  of  IU  citizens,  and  they  blush  at  the  choice 
they  are  often  forced  to  make  between  ir- 
rational public  duty  and  normal  personal 
habits;  but  what  can  tney  do? 

Every  avenue^  seems  barred  except  the  one 
by  which  the  mighty  bootlegging  Interest  ad- 
vances, with  the  tacit  approval  or  public  opin- 
ion and  in  many  cases  with  the  corrupt  con- 
nivance of  the  very  agents  of  prohibition 

Yet  after  all  the  remedy  ls  easy.  Recognize 
the  Imperfections  which  vitiate  even  the  best 
representative  Institutions;  recognize  that  all 
citizens,  majority  or  minority  alike,  have  in- 
herent rights;  recognize  that  In  the  sphere  of 
manners  and  morals  the  law  must  carry  with 
it  the  real  consent  of  the  governed 

Recur  to  those  fundamental  principles  of 
personal  liberty  which  Constitutions  and 
States  are  created  to  defend,  and  strip  from 
drunkenness  and  bootlegging  the  shelter  of 
official  Interference  with  habits  and  customs  as 
old  as  the  world. 


Improved  His  Art  on  I.oneh  Prairie  Ranch 


E^ROM  the  art  schools  and  salons  of  Paris 
to  a  ranch  In  the  Canadian  Middle  West, 
with  the  nearest  neighbor  five  miles  away  and 
the  nearest  art  gallery  at  least  five  hundred, 
is  a  long  Jump,  artistic  as  well  as  geographic. 
Twenty-five  years  ago  a  young  Englishman 
transplanted  himself  In  Just  that  way.  It  was 
an  experiment  but  it  worked  out  well.  Ous 
Kenderdlne.  the  artist  who  made  the  move, 
Is  still  In  Western  Canada  and  has  found  In 
prairie  scenery  a  field  admirably  suited  to  his 
talents  as  a  landscape  painter 

Mr.  Kenderdlne  was  born  at  Manchester  of 
a  manufacturing  family  He  got  his  Christian 
name  Augustus— from  Augustus  Lafosse. 
chevalier  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  The 
chevalier,  a  Belgian  painter  who  lived  in  Man- 
chester, detected  the  artistic  gifts  of  his  god- 
son when  he  was  a  lad.  gave  him  his  first 
lessons  and  saw  that  he  was  sent  to  Paris  to 
perfect  his  technique  Mr  Kenderdlne  spent 
the  gay  nineties  at  Jullen"s  in  the  French 
capital.  At  that  famous  school  he  was  a 
contemporary  of  Frank  Brangwyn  and  o'her 
men  who  have  since  won  distinction 

In  youth,  although  his  forebears  were  all 
city  people.  Kenderdlne  showed  a  love  for  the 
outdoor  life  and  a  disposition  to  rove.  Tall 
nnd  strongly  built,  he  Joined  the  Duke  of 
Lancaster's  cavalry  regiment  and  was  an  ex- 
pert horseman  at  twenty. 

Yirlds  to  Wanderlunt 

A  BRANCH  of  his  family  had  been  estJb- 
lished  for  twenty  years  at  Yokohama  In 
the  shipping  bus»iess.  In  1904.  yielding  to  the 
wanderlust.  Ous  Kenderdlne  started  out  with 
his  wife  for  a  holiday  In  the  Japanese  city. 
They  came  through  Canada,  and  when  they 
saw  Western  Saskatchewan  it  looked  so  inter- 
esting that  they  got  no  further. 

Thirty  miles  northeast  of  Lloydmlnster.  on 
the  banks  of  the  North  Saskatchewan  River, 
was  the  spot  picked  out  by  the  Kehderdlnes 
for  their  Western  Canadian  venture.  The 
prairie  Is  at  its  best  there.  The  rolling  land, 
watered  by  a  broad  river,  bears  multitudes  of 
trees.  There  young  Kenderdlne  placed  his 
ranch,  beginning  with  a  few  cows  and  a  still 
smaller  number  of  horses  He  stayed  on  the 
land  nearly  twenty  years,  learned  the  cattle 
business,  brought  up  a  family,  developed  a 
philosophy  and  acquired  the  rugged  health 
which  keeps  him  energetic  at  sixty 

The  artist-rancher  was  pretty  well  cut  off 
from  the  world  at  the  start.  Supplies  ware  got 
from  Lloydmlnster.  a  five-day  trip  with  a 
wagon  over  trackless  prairie  Kenderdlne  had 
no  way  to  dispose  of  his  farm  products,  except 
the  sale  of  frozen  beef  quarters  to  neighbor- 
ing farmers  in  Winter  But  the  ranch  had 
compensations,  the  freedom  of  the  outdoors 
and  an  Immense  field  for  exploration  on  horse- 
back Kenderdlne  got  to  know  every  detail 
of  the  countryside  He  led  the  strenuous  life, 
soaked  hlmaetf  In  prairie  colors  and  learned 
the  pageant  of  the  prairie  seasons  by  heart. 

In  1920  he  thought  of  bringing  rome  of  his 
work  to  Saskatoon  The  paintings  were  shown 
at  an  art  dealer  s  and  at  once  aroused  the  In- 
terest of  connoisseurs.  The  University  of 
Saskatchewan  bought  two  for  Its  gallery,  and 
several  were  acquired  by  private  collectors  In 
the  city  Dr  Walter  Murray,  president  of  the 
University,  offered  the  painter  a  studio  on  the 
campus  It  occurred  to  Kenderdlne  that  this 
might  be  more  Interesting  than  raising  rattle 
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•  n<i  still  lives  in  the  city    He  belongs  to  the 


University  faculty  as  instructor  in  art  and  has 
leathered  an  earnest  group  of  sketchers  around 
him 

Early  Distinction 

J_J  IS  pictures  have  been  shown  in  many 
places.  One  of  his  early  pieces  was  hung 
In  the  Royal  Academy  In  London  in  H01  be- 
fore his  emigration.  To  have  a  painting  sc- 
cepted  by  thst  tribunal  Is  a  badge  of  distinc- 
tion for  a  British  artist  Kenderdlne  has  also 
exhibited  at  the  Parts  Salon,  and  examples  of 
hla  work  are  permanently  In  the  collections  at 
the  Manchester  Art  Oallery  and  the  Orundy 
Oallery  at  Blackpool,  two  of  the  best  known 
In  England  On  this  continent  his  paintings 
have  been  shown  at  Montreal  and  New  York 
at  the  Canadian  National  Oallery  in  Ottawa, 
and  in  Toronto  at  Hart  House  and  the  Cana- 
dian National  Exhibition

Kenderdlne  keeps  his  love  of  nature  and  the 
open  air  life  He  makes  frequent  trips  back 
to  the  ranch,  now  conducted  by  his  son.  and 
roams  in  the  country  in  search  of  subjects.  His 
best  outing  of  thet  kind  was  In  Jasper  National 
Park  In  the  Northwestern  Rockies  Commis- 
sioned by  the  Canadian  National  Railways  to 
do  a  series  of  paintings  of  the  scenery  there, 
he  camped  for  two  months  by  mountain  rill 


and  forest,  taking  notes.  He  was  lost  once  for 
a  day  and  a  night  but  came  through  the  ex- 
perience untroubled.  When  a  forest  ranger 
found  him.  he  was  sketching  a  particularly 
bright  bit  of  hillside 

Kenderdines  paintings  are  mainly  of  land- 
scapes and  done  In  a  broad  style.  He  will  take 
one  stroke  of  yellow  paint  to  portray  a  distant 
field  of  ripe  wheat  in  the  sun.  Because  of 
the  breadth  of  his  technique,  he  is  a  "modern" 
among  Canadian  painters  but  he  dislikes  the 
freakish  In  art  and  says  that  he  will  continue 
to  paint  without  Insulting  nature  more  than 
he  can  help.  His  pictures  are  therefore  recog- 
nizably pictures  of  the  prairie  with  Its  sub- 
dued lights  and  colors.  When  he  does  a  paint- 
ing of  a  Saskatchewan  scene,  there  ls  no  mis- 
taking it  for  either  a  chessboard  out  of  focus 
or  a  geometrical  design.

UTe  8EEM  to  be  a  very  long  way  from 
the  United  8tates  now.  In  this  city—  * 
one  of  the  many  which  are  called  the 
"most  ancient  city  of  Central  Asia"— we 
scarcely  see  a  European  suit  of  clothes  Every- 
one Is  a  Turcoman.  Persian.  Afghan.  Kurd  or 
similar  picturesque  tribesman. 

Most  awe  Inspiring,  of  all  are  the  giant 
Afghans,  for  Merv  1s  the  Junction  point 
whence  runs  a  railway  to  Afghanistan.  The 
Afghans  come  down  from  the  mountains  to 
spend  their  money  in  these  little  oasis  towns, 
which  to  them  sre  gslety  personified.  Olance 
about  These  Afghan  hill  men  stand  well  over 
alx  feet,  barehtaded.  but  they  all  wear  gi- 
gantic sheepskin  and  goatskin  hats,  like  drum 
majors,  which  add  one  to  two  feet  to  fhetr 


Varicolored  are  their  flowing  robes  and  all 
carry  curved  knives,  often  with  beautifully 
wrought  handles  and  scabbards  Many  carry 
rifles  also  What  could  be  more  Incongruous 
than  these  dark,  handsome,  primitive  giants 
waiting  In  a  comparatively  modern  railway 
station  for  tickets,  or  atanding  at  a  lunch 
counter  or  buying  postcards? 

Yet  the  single  line  of  the  Central  Asiatic 
Railway,  which  Ruasla  has  thrust  down  Into 
the  sands  and  oases  on  this  part  of  the  world, 
has  brought  little  civilization.  A  few  stations, 
water  tanks  and  postofflces.  that  Is  all  Within 
100  feet  of  either  side  of  the  railway  all  ls  as 
before  Here  In  Merv  ls  the  Murgab  River, 
snd  the  plain  Is  Ungated  by  ditches,  so  the 
sands  have  bloomed  and  Merv  Is  wallowing  in 
rich  gardens  but  walk  five  minutes  and  the 
wastes  of  the  Kara  Kum  again  swallow  one 

Merv  is  old  There  Is  no  denying  that.  In 
the  holy  books  of  the  Persians.  Merv  is  spoken 
of  as  having  been  created,  by  Ormusd.  and.  In 
the  fourth  century  before  Christ.  Alexander 
the  Oreat  csptured  the  city.  In  the  fourth 
century  AD.  the  Nestorlan  Christians  settled 

of  ad- 


vancing Islsm.  they  moved  on  to  the  East, 
eventually  all  the  way  across  Central  Asia  to 
Western  China,  where  their  traces  have  been 
t  found  In  recent  times. 

Tull  Khan,  son  of  Gengis  Khan,  destroyed 
Merv  In  1219.  and  Sharkhrokh.  son  of  Tamer- 
lane, restored  It.  What  queer  associations  fcne 
has.  Merv  to  me  will  always  be  more  Im- 
portant because  I  had  a  row  with  an  Afghan 
at  a  railway  ticket  window  than  because  great 
figures  of  history  ruined  and  remade  it. 

Today  we  crossed  the  Oxus.  now  called  the 
Amu-Darya  A  great  river  It  is.  flowing  down 
from  the  Hindu  Kush.  forming  a  border  be- 
tween Afghanistan  and  Uzbekistan,  then  turn- 
ing north,  dividing  Uzbekistan  and  Turkmeni- 
stan. On  It  is  Khiva  before  it  enters  the  land- 
locked Sea  of  Aral.  Steamships  ply  the  Oxus. 
Where  did  Sohrab  and  Rustum  meet.  I 
wonder? 

But  even  along  the  great  Oxus  The  desert 
of  the  Kara  Kum  has  conquered  all  Within 
historical  times  Central  Asia  was  compara- 
tively verdant,  but  the  drying  up  process  has 
continued  unmercifully  century  after  century 
so  that  now  the  rolling  black  sands  lap  the 
very  edge  of  the  Oxus.  only  a  thin  fringe  of 
trees  marking  the  river  bank  with  a  border 
of  pale  greenery. 

The  fact  of  this  drying  up.  coupled  with  the 
destruction  by  the  conquerors,  accounts  for 
the  ruins  we  have  passed  all  day.  heaps  of 
stone  snd  half-burled  piles  of  debris  that 
were  once  the  proudest  cities  of  mankind  when 
Europe  was  a  barbaric  wilderness 

There  Is  Mttle  agriculture  anyway  in  Turk- 
menistan, and  all  except  3  per  cent  la  now 
carried  on  by  Irrigation 

We  leave  Merv  and  an  angry  crowd  of 
vlllalnous-looktng  Afghans  who  have  been  un- 
able to  get  tickets  for  the  train  Incidentally, 
we  hear  many  rumors  of  fierce  war  again  over 
the 
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Basket 

A  DISCARDED  newspaper  taken  from  a 
waste-paper  basket.  If  it  did  not  actually 
give  Canada  the  classical  history  which  popu- 
larized Canadian  history  in  Canadian  uni- 
versities, at  least  played  an  Important  part 
therein.  That  history  ls  the  work  of  Professor 
Chester  Martin,  M  A.  B.Lltt ..  LLD.,  F.R.C.8.. 
which  goes  to  show  that  even  In  the  lives  with 
a  most  definite  objective,  chance  still  may  play 
a  big  part. 

Professor  Martin  has  the  distinction  of  be- 
ing Canada's  first  Rhodes  scholar.  Born  In 
Nova  Scotia.  It  was  from  the  University  of 
New  Brunswick  that  he  went  to  Oxford  He 
there  won  a  fellowship  which  gave  him  access 
to  the  archives  at  Ottawa  for  research  In 
colonial  history  Here  It  was  that  he  worked 
through  the  Selkirk  paper*  (which  led  him  to 
a  keener  interest  in  Canadian  history). 

Surely  fate  must  have  directed  Chester 
Martin's  eyes  to  that  discarded  newspaper, 
which  lay  In  the  waste-paper  basket  at  Ottawa 
In  1909,  for  that  which  caught  Professor 
Martins  eye  was  an  advertlsem»nt  calling 
for  applications  for  the  Chair  of  -History  In 
the  then  new  University  oi  Manitoba  at  Win- 
nipeg. 

Eagerly  Chester  Martin  scanned  the  adver- 
tisement, only  to  And  that  the  time  limit  for 
application  had  passed  Still,  he  was  only 
two  days  late,  so  he  accepted  the  challenge 
of  fate,  and  sent  along  his  application. 

Four  weeks  <or  was  It  flve?>  passed.  Pro- 
fessor Martin  Ls  not  too  clear  on  this  little 
matter  of  a  week  While  fate  was  shaping  his 
future,  he  was  again  concentrated  on  his  re- 
search work  Then,  to  his  astonishment  and 
bewilderment,  he  received  a  wire  from  the  old 
Winnipeg  Telegram,  asking  for  his  photo- 
graph A  photograph!  But  why?  Then  the 
thought  flashed  through  his  mind  that 
was  an  example  of  up-to-date 
And  he  was  right. 

For  nearly  twenty  years  Professor  Martin 
occupfed  the  Chair  of  History  at  Winnipeg- 
twenty  years  crammed  full  of  pleasant  recol- 
lections They  have  been  profitable  years, 
too.  and  Chester  Martin  will  tell  you.  with  a 
humorous  twinkle  in  his  eye.  and  the  ever 
ready  smile  which  so  frequently  transforms 
his  seriously  moulded  face  that  he  has  never 
regretted  the  chance  direction  of  fate  to  that 
waste- paper  basket

Shrines  of  Britain's  (  ilor\ 


By  CHARLES  CONWAY 
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BIRMINOHAM,  which  Ls  one  of  the 
world's  greatest  industrial  centres  and 
which  sends  the  products  of  Its  factories 
and  workshops  to  all  parts  of  the  globe.  Is 
generally  regarded  as  quite  a  modern  city,  but 
as  a  matter  of  fact  its  history  can  be  traced 
back  to  Saxon  days.  It  was  even  then  a  flour- 
ishing market  town,  as  was  proved  In  1309. 
when  William  de  Birmingham,  the  lord  of  the 
manor,  was  able  to  show  during  the  trial  of  a 
legal  suit  that  his  ancestors  had  held  a  mar- 
ket and  levied  tolls  for'  a  long  period  prior  to 
the  Norman  Conquest  In  1066.  Its  name  Is 
derived  from  the  Saxon  "Brom-wych-hame." 
meaning  "the  home  on  the  hill  by  the  moor  " 
The  city  owes  Its  remarkable  lnduatrlal 
prosperity  to  the  vast  supplies  of  coal.  Iron 
and  sand  to  be  found  In  the  vicinity,  and  as 
far  back  as  the  Middle  Ages  its  population 
was  mainly  composed  of  smiths,  whose  forges 
produced  a  large  amount  of  the  metalware 
In  use  throughout  the  country.  On  the  out- 
break of  the  Civil  War  In  the  reign  of  Charles 
I.  Birmingham  was  able  to  supply  the  Par- 
liamentary Army  with  16,000  swords,  and  ever 
rlnre  that  time  It  has  been  a  noted  centre  for 
the  manufacture  of  all  kinds  of  military  arms 
Apart  from  Its  great  Industrial  achievements 
the  history  of  Birmingham  has  been  an  un- 
eventful one.  except  in  the  days  of  the  Civil 
Wsr,  when  It  was  captured  by  Prince  Rupert, 
who  pillaged  it  and  exacted  a  heavy  ransom 
from  the  citizens  as  a  punishment  for  thelr 
refusal  to  manufacture  arms  for  the  Royalist 
forces. 

Blrminghsm  possesses  many  magnificent 
buildings,  but  they  are  mostly  modern,  and 
the  msjority  of  Its  monuments  are  memorials 
of  prominent  citizens  of  recent  years  One  of 
1U  oldest  buildings  is  s  quaint  timbered  struc- 
ture known  as  the  Old  Crown  House,  which 
was  erected  In  the  fourteenth  century'  while 
Its  most  ancient  church  ls  8t.  Philip's  Cathe- 
dral, which  only  dates  back  to  1710.  The  latter 
contains  some  flne  stained  glass  windows  de- 
signed by  81r  Edwin  Burne- Jones,  the  famous 
artist,  who  was  born  in  the  city,  snd  in  the 
graveyard  Is  a  memorial  to"  Col  Frederick 
Burnaby,  the  gallant  joldler  snd  traveller,  who 
was  killed  at  the  Battle  of  Abu  Klea  In  1889 
snd  who.  Ave  years  earlier,  had  unsuccessfully 
contested  one  of  the  local  parliamentary  seats 

The  Orsmmar  School,  which  was  founded  In 
1393.  has  its  home  In  a  modern  building  with 
accommodation  for  900  scholars,  and  its  rich 
endowments,  which  produce  an  snnual  income 
of  forty  thousand  pounds,  enable  it  to  under- 
take the  education  of  2.000  other  boys  and  girls 
In  subsidiary  schools  In  the  city.  In  the 
Church  of  8t  Martin,  erected  on  the  site  of 
sn  older  church  dating  back  to  Saxon  days, 
are  many  memorials  to  members  of  the  De 
Bermlngham  famUy.  who  were  the  lords  of 
the  manor  up  to  1532.  when  their  heritage  waa 
stolen  from  them  by  the  unscrupulous  Duke 
of  Northumberland;  while  In  the  Unitarian 
Church  of  the  Messiah  is  a  monument  to 
Joseph  Priestley,  the  discoverer  of  oxygen 

Priestley  was  a  most  versatile  scientist  as 
well  as  being  a  Nonconformist  minister  His 
house  was  sacked  and  burned  by  the  mob 
during  some  disgraceful  religious  riots  In  1791. 
when  his  valuable  library  and  laboratory  were 
destroyed  snd  he  was  compelled  to  fly 
the  city.  There  have  been  numerous 
serious  riots  In  Birmingham,  notably 


the  Reform  Bill  agitation  in  1832  and  the 
Chartist  outbreak  In  1837.  The  city  was  the 
scene  of  the  beneficial  labors  of  James  Watt 
and  Matthew  Boulton,  the  pioneers  of  the 
steam  engine;  John  Baskervllle.  who  did  so 
much  to  improve  the  art  of  printing;  and 
William  Murdock.  who  first  Invented  a  system 
for  purifying  cosl  gas  so  that  It  could  be  used 
for  illuminating  purposes. 

Durlhg  the  past  century  the  citizens  of 
Birmingham  hsve  plsyed  an  Important  part  in 
the  political  history  of  the  country,  and  amonic 
its  many  famous  representatives  In  the  House 
of  Commons  were:  Joseph  Sturge.  one  of  the 
most  active  workers  In  the  movement  which, 
resulted  In  the  abolition  of  slavery  throughout' 
the  British  Empire;  John  Bright,  the  great 
champion  of  Free  Trade;  and  Joseph  Chsm- 
berlaln.  The  latter  first  entered  Into  public 
life  as  a  member  of  the  Birmingham  City 
Council,  and  It  was  largely  due  to  his  efforts 
that  his  adopted  city  developed  Into  one  of

JN  Victoria  we  have  been  warned  that  a  cold 
Winter  Is  coming,  yet  It  Is  more  than  likely 
that  If  a  heavy  frost  comes  there  will  be  hun- 
dreds of  frozen  pipes,  big  plumbers'  bills  and 
much  distress  and  suffering  In  this  respect 
we  are  less  provident  than  citizens  In  Eastern 
.  Canada.  Our  neighbors  in  the  woods  and 
fields  have  long  ago  learned  to  prepare  for  the 
cold,  as  Walter  W.  Dyer  tells  us  In  Our  Dumb 
Animals  Here  is  part  of  his  very  Interesting 
article : 

Long  before  we  thought  of  storm  doors  and 
double  windows  the  beavers  were  filling  their 
storehouses  with  edible  twigs  and  roots  and 
the  muskrats  were  busy  at  the  brooksides  and 
in  low.  swampy  meadows,  building  their  dome- 
shaped  houses  Very  clever  houses  they  are. 
with  exits  into  open  water  and  tunnels  under- 
ground where  succulent  roots  furnish  Winter 
forage.  Or  they  have  mined  long  galleries 
and  built  warm  nests  in  the  river  bank. 

The  field  mice,  top.  have  been  getting  ready 
for  Winter  Some  of  them,  and  their  cousins, 
the  white-footed  wood  mice,  have  found  their 
way  into  barns  nnd  houses  where  they  have 
been  laying  In  stores  of  grain,  acorns  and  nuts. 
The  short-tailed  meadow  mouse  has  been  bur- 
rowing down  below  frost  line  and  building 
there  a  nest  and  storage  cellar  In  the  woods 
Whltefoot  often  makes  his  feather-lined  nest 
in  a  hollow  tree,  and  occasionally  one  will  ap- 
propriate an  abandoned  bird  s  nest,  which  he 
roofs  over  and  makes  snug  If  worst  cotnes  to 
worst,  he  can  always  venture  forth  over  the 
snow  and  harvest  weed  seeds  or  gnaw  the  bark 
of  young  saplings. 

All  the  squirrel  tribe  has  been  lndustrloua. 
the  chipmunks  making  their  tunnels  and  sub- 
terranean dwellings  under  old  stone  walls  and 
In  such  protected  places  They  began  storing 
oat*  In  August  and  have  been  harvesting  nuts 
for  a  month  The  red  squirrel  or  chickaree 
has  also  been  lining  his  nest,  sometimes  undar 
a  dead  tree  stump,  and  though  he  has  seemed 
to  play  more  than  he  worked,  he  has  managed 
to  store  plenty  of  hickory  nuts.  The  big  grey 
squirrels,  however,  have  been  corrupted  by 
man  They  are  more  Inclined  to  live  from 
hand  to  mouth  and  to  depend  on  what  they 
can  pick  up  around  the  farms  and  towns  dur- 
ing the  Winter  They  are  Ingenious  and  ac- 
complished thieves. 

The  raccoon  has  been  putting  on  a  few  extra 
layers  of  fat  to  help  him  through  the  frozen 
months,  but  he  often  wakes  up  and  goes  hunt- 
ing over  the  snow.  The  same  Is  true  of  the 
skunk  The  woodchuck.  however,  fattens 
himself  prodigiously  and  then  goes  to  sleep  In 
his  den  after  Michaelmas  Day 

Very  busy  they  have  all  been,  and  their  fur 
has  become  fine  and  thick  ,  Next  Spring  they 
will  come  forth  a  little  thin  and  hungry,  but 
'no  more  eager  for  the  new  growth  than  we  are 
ourselves  We  are  very  much  like  these  older 
animals,  after  all 

If  you  want  to  know  what  preparing  for 
Winter  really  means,  go  out  Into  the  woods 
some  frosty  morning  and  watch.  If  you  do 
not  see  much  It  will  be  because  your  eyes  are 
holden.  not  because  the  activity  is  not 
All  over  the  countryside  keen,  furtive, 
clous  creatures,  far  more  numerous  than  you 
suspect,  and  very  likely  far  more  interesting 
than  you  realise,  are  doing  Just  the  sort  of 
things  you  have  been  doing  yourself — mak- 
tlght  and  warm,  getting

My  Magazine,  and  author 
of  many  other  books  for  young  people,  has  this 
to  say  about  the  man  whose  loss  will  be  felt 
throughout  the  English -speaking  world: 

"He  has  left  his  mark  on  the  world.  He  has 
entertained  and  Informed  and  Inspired  a  host 
of  readers  of  his  generation.  He  wrote  one  of 
tne  mast  famous  books  connected  with  the  war 
and  kept  Its  authorship  a  secret  till  he  died; 
he  wrote  it  with  a  touch  of  adventure  which 
his  friends  will  always  remember  as  an  act  of 
great  courage,  happily  well  rewarded.

It  seemed 
always  that  the  best  was  yet  to  come 

"He  never  grew  old  He  was  fifty -eight,  but 
years  could  not  dim  his  vision  His  faith  was 
anchored  to  eternal  things,  his  knowledge  was 
deep-rooted  In  the  past."

A  RCHES  such  a*  you  see  pic- 
tured here  today  have  been 
built  In  many  lands  during  many 
centuries  to  celebrate  Important 
event*;  and  usually  they  cele- 
brated events  connected  with  a 
war  or  a  certain  battle,  or  the 
doings  of  a. ruler.  Many  of  these 
are  still  standing  and  commemo- 
rate Important  happenings  In  the 
hUtory  of  the  nation  or  the  city 
in  which  they  are  erected.  There 
Is  one  in  New  York  City  dedl' 
cated  to  Washington;  in  Berlin. 
In  Oermany.  is  the  famous  Bran- 
denburg Oate;  In  Paris  is  the 
beautiful  Arch  of  Triumph  erect- 
ed by  Napoleon;  but  In  Italy  one 
sees  more  of  these  than  In  any  m 
other  land,  for  this  country  Is  an 
ancient  one,  a  land  that  has  had  a  colorful  and 
adventurous  history,  and  one  that  ha*  had 
many  military  rulers,  many  war*,  many  vic- 
tories on  the  field  of  battle  and  also  many  de- 
feats And  Its  emporers  had  a  regular  habit 
of  erecting  such  arches  in  commemoration  of 
some  notable  victory  over  an  enemy  One  of 
these  1*  that  erected  by  the  Emperor  Cons  tan  - 
tine.  some  sixteen  hundred  years  ago  In  the 
capital  city  of  Rome,  where  it  stand*  to  thU 
very  day

■  fter  Christ,  the  Roman  Empire  was  ruled  by 
two  men.  Oaleriu*  and  Cooatantlu*.  but  they 
reigned  together  only  one  year,  for  the  latter 
died  In  York.

Constantlne.  emperor,  as  act  which  start- 
ed a  war  which  lasted  eighteen  year*  For  the 
act  of  the  soldiers  was  an  Illegal  one  and  six 
other  men  declared  themaelve*  entitled  to  the

tenance of  that  constant  supply  throughout 
the  difficult  Winter  months  when  Summers 
natural  greenfood.  grass,  has  lost  Its  nutriment 
and  we  have  to  fall  back  upon  what  the  gar- 
den or  fields  can  supply

'"THE  best  form  of  greenfood  Is  that  afforded 
by  leafy  crops,  and  of  these  the  most  popu- 
lar Is  the  cabbage,  as  It  Is  hardy,  resists  frost 
to  a  great  extent,  and  Is  much  appreciated  by 
the  fowls.  Like  all  other  greenfoods.  It  must 
be  fed  fresh,  unwllted  and  free  of  frost.  If,  by 
the  way.  you  want  to  use  cabbage-planted 
ground  for  other  things,  the  cabbages  will  keep 
quite  well  If  dug  up  and  heeled  In  on  a  north 
border  Kale  Is  an  extremely  fine  standby 
when  the  Winter  Is  particularly  severe.  Savoys 
are  well  liked  by  poultry  because  of  their 
crlspness  and  their  frost-resisting  powers  The 
giant  rape  Is  another  fine  Winter  greenfood 
which.  If  cut  now,  may  be  left  in  the  ground 
and  will  be  ready  for  cutting  again  next  April. 

Cut  and  Come  Again  Crops 

I  F  you  know  of  anyone  who  grows  the  variety 
of  turnips  known  as  Hardy  Oreen.  you 
should  speak  fcr  a  supply  of  tops,  as  these  are 
especially  valuable  during  January  and  Feb- 


to  solve  this  problem,  we  have  got  to  think  of 
what  greenfood  supplies  to  the  birds-  minerals 
end  vitamins  Right.  Now  we  know  that,  in 
the  absence  of  greenfood.  we  have  got  to  make 
up  these  deficiencies  First  of  all.  the  minerals: 
The  mineral  mixture  is  oyster  shell  dust,  three; 
fine  bone  meal.  six.  and  common  salt,  two 
parts,  by  weight  In  place  of  oyster  shall  dust, 
any  of  the  following  may  be  used  Limestone 
dust,  clam  shell  dust  or  carbonate  of  lime,  and 
all  the  ingredients  must  be  obtained  as  fine  and 
dry  as  possible  and  thoroughly  mixed  together 
Mix  2  per  cent  of  this  mixture  In  the  dry  meal 
mixture  imashi  for  continued  use  for  layers 
and  for  birds  that  seem  to  be  feeling  the  strain 
of  Winter  egg  production  and  have  been  rather 
*hort  of  greenfood.  give  3  per  cent  for  eight 
<ve#ks  at  least.  Four  and  a  half  ounces  mixed 
w,ith  fourteen  pounds  of  mash  equals  rouKhly 
2  per  cent.  Yes,  cod  liver  oil  is  the  finest  food 
to  add  to  provide  the  Important  vitamin  A. 
Two  per  cent  should  bit  added  to  the  mash,  or 
a  sample  of  fish  meal  Impregnated  with  cod 
liver  oil  may  be  used  at  the  rate  of  10  per  cent 
In  the  mash

the  leaves  never  become  tough  and,  for  young 
chickens,  along  with  Winter  lettuce,  it  makes 
n  particularly  suitable  greenfood  Chicory 
ought  to  be  used  more  than  it  is  as  It  Is  quite 
hardy  All  waste  green  leaves  from  the  house, 
such  as  those  of  leeks,  cauliflowers  and  sprouts, 
onion  tips,  and  so  on.  should  be  kept  to  aug- 
ment the  supply  of  greenmeat.  It  may  be 
necessary,  however,  to  chop  them  up.  especially 
the  refuse  from  onions  and  leeks— these  last 
two  are  full  of  Iron  and  sulphur.  In  feeding 
all  these  forms  of  food,  the  first  point  to  con- 
sider is  condition  Frost-covered  greenfood 
must  never  be  fed—  This  Is  the  reason  of  no 
eggs  A  wise  plan  Is  to  cover  with  a  piece  of 
hesslan  or  a  cut-open  sack  the  cabbage  or  what- 
ever It  Is  that  you  intend  to  feed  the  next  day. 
so  that  the  nights  frost  will  be  kept  away  If 
grrenfood  should  be  frozen,  the  best  way  to 
thaw  it  without  causing  It  to  wilt  is  to  suspend 
it  in  a  bucket  of  cold  water  If  several  cab- 
bages or  an  armful  of  assorted  greenfood  is  to 
be  thawed.  It  should  be  placed  in  a  bath  and 
cold  water  poured  on  to  It.

O  greenfood  of  anv  de.scrlplon  must  ever 
be  thrown  down  Into  the  Utter;  not  even 
tiny  leaves  Apart  from  the  quantity  which  Is 
wasted,  practically  the  whole  of  It.  being  slight- 
ly damp,  plaits  up  pieces  of  droppings  and  litter 
which  are  Injurious  to  the  health  of  the  fowls 
That  which  ts  wasted  mixes  with  the  litter  and 
makes  this  heavy  and  unworkable  A  slatted 
greenfood  rack  Is  a  very  necessary  appliance, 
therefore,  and  one.  or  more,  should  be  made 
It  consists  merely  of  wooden  slats — you  know — 
on  a  framework  hinged  at  the  bottom  and 
which  lowers  for  cleaning  or  shuts  right  up 
when  not  In  use  For  smaller  pieces,  such  as 
odd  leaves,  a  rack  made  of  1  1-2-lnch  wire  net- 
ting is  to  be  preferred  The  rack— whichever 
sort  you  us* — should  be  six  Inches  from  the 
ground  level  so  that  the  fowls  may  reach  all 
that  Is  In  it.  and  further,  to  Insure  fhls  when 
using  wire  netting.  It  may  be  necessary  to  turn 
the  cabbage  round  Qreenfood  "bags"  sus- 
pended from  the  roof  of  the  house  are  useful, 
or  a  whole  cabbage  may  be  suspended  eight 
inches  from  the  floor  by  a  string  tied  round 
the  bottom  of  the  stem  Use  a  slip-knot, 
though,  so  that  a  fresh  supply  may  he  hung  up 
with  least  difficulty 

Now.  how  about  If  we  cannot  get  leafy  green- 
food What  then?  In  order  to  stave  off  the 
troubles  attendant  upon  a  lack  of  greenfood 
we  must  provide  suitable  substitutes  Root 
vegetables  In  themselves  are  not 'full  and 
proper  substitutes,  but  If,  when  using  them,  we 
Include  clover  or  lucerne  meal  in  the  mash, 
that  will  complete  the  requirements  Swedes 
or  field  turnips  are  excellent  for  feeding  before 
Christmas,  and  mangolds  after,  but  when  giv- 
ing the  latter,  never  allow  the  birds  to  gorge 
themselves  on  the  roots  or  their  appetites  may 
be  completely  disorganized  and  egg  production 
will  suffer  Never  allow  them  to  pick  at  them 
lrom  a  heap  In  Winter,  for  Instance  Kohl- 
Rabl  makes  another  fine  root  feed,  and  may 
be  used  before  Christmas  as  swedes  The* 
should  be  fed  cut  In  halves  and  nailed  Inside 
the  house  wall  eight  Inches  (rom  the  litter 
levels  or  else  cut  Into  pieces  and  fed  in  troughs. 
In  regard  to  the  clover  or  lucerne  meal;  In  a 
dry  mash  this  may  be  used  to  replace  half  the 
bran  or.  In  a  wet  mash,  all  the  bran  if  that 
does  not  exceed  more  than  7  per  cent  of  the 
a  hole.  Both  these  meals  may  be  used  up  to 
12  per  cent,  although  it  Is  of  little  use  adding 
only  2  per  cent 

Sftrouted  Oat*  to  the  Rescue 

CPROITID  oats  are  undoubtedly  an  aid 
vl  whert  greenfood  Is  unobtainable,  but  do 
not  quite  take  the  place  of  the  more  leafy 
plant*  grown  In  the  earth.  To  sprout  oats, 
shallow  boxes  are  required,  such  as  fish,  toma- 
to or  potato  storing  boxes  The  oats  are  soaked 
in  warm  water  for  twenty-four  hours  and  then 
spread  out  one  Inch  deep  in  the  trays,  no  earth 
whatever  being  used  Now  stand  these  boxes 
In  a  warm  room  and  damp  them  every  twenty- 
four  hours  As  soon  as  tha  oats  have  sprouted 
to  half  to  one  Inch  they  may  be  used— In  fact 
nothing  Is  gained  by  feeding  them  when  grown 
higher  .The  roofs  must  be  whtte  and  free  from 
mould,  and  1  1-3  square  inches  is  correct  for 
one  fowl  per  day  And  now,  whaJ.  Is  to  be  done 
if  no  irreen  or  root,  food  Is  obtainable?  Well. 


l_J  OW  the  time  goes!    Here  we  are  again 
getting  ready  for  the  tomatoes.    It  Is 
not  yet  time  to  sow  seed,  of  course — at  least, 
we  do  not  advise  sowings  thus  early,  but  you 
must  understand  that  It  always  pays  to  get  the 
compost  ready  for  the  plants  well  In  advance;

The  best  soli  consists  of  old 
turf,  stacked  for  a  year  or  nearly  so,  but  good 
garden  loam,  not  from  the  potato  ground,  will 
serve    Unless  It  Is  In  poor  condition,  give  no 
manure;    If   doubtful,   dig   In   a   very  light 
dressing  after  you  have  the  soil  spread  In  the 
border.      Always    lime  the  soil.    Oet  some 
quicklime,  slack  It.  then  when  it  crumbles  to 
powder,  scatter  a  quarter  pound  per  square 
yard,  and  also  fork  it  In.    A  day  or  two  later 
soak  the  soil  with  water.    If  the  soli  used  is 
not  all  it  might,  be.  do  not    hesitate  to  add 
sand,  leafmould.  burnt  soli  and  grit  to  it  If 
thought  not  to  need  lime,  give  a  little  mortar 
rubble.

UOW  few  cows  are  ever  given  that  dally 
brushing  which  makes  such  a  difference 
to  their  skins,  and  indirectly  to  their  milk 
yields?   A  clean  coat  helps  to  keep  the  cow  fit 
—a  big  thing  In  milk  production     The  best 
brush  to  use  is  a  short-bristled  body  brush,  for 
It  gets  better  down  to  the  skin  and  Is  far  better 
than  the  dandy  brush  for  this  purpose  Every 
afternoon,  after  the  cows  have  been  milked.  Is 
the  time  to  see  to  their  toilet    If  you  do  It  be- 
fore milking  you  loosen  many  a  hair  and  pro- 
duce so  much  unwanted  dust  which  Is  more 
than  likely  to  find  its  way  Into  the  milk  pall 
as  you  sit  under  the  cow.   One  brushing  a  day 
Is  quite  sufficient  for  all  ordinary  purposes  once 
the  coat  Is  In  good  order,  though,  of  course,  you 
may  have  to  do  It  more  frequently  when  the 
roat  has  been  long  neglected     Holding  the 
brush  flat  In  the  hand,  you  follow  the  way  the 
hair  grows,  every  now  and  again  running  the 
brush  against,  the  hair  in  order  to  get  out  any 
dust  that  may  have  collected    Starting  at  the 
head,  you  work  little  by  little  down  the  neck, 
then  over  the  shoulders,  and  at  the  finish.  If 
you  have  the  time  <and  it,  Is  well  worth  whlle> 
run  a  soft  cloth  over  the  coat  to  clear  off  any 
dust  that  may  rest  on  the  surface.   The  whole 
operation.  If  the  coat  Is  in  order,  will  take  you 
at  the  most  ten  minutes.    But  be  careful  to 
hold  that  brush  tightly,  for  a  sudden  movement 
of  the  cow  may  sent  It  flying  out  of  your  hand 
And  once  every  now  and  again  give  the  brush 
a  good  wash,  so  that  it  is  always  clean  and 
does  not  add  dust  instead  of  removing'  it  But 
sometimes  a  more  serious  problem  has  to  be 
considered.    It  happens  in  Winter  mostly  that  • 
the  row  gets  some  manure  on  h<y  coat,  getting 
well  Into  the  hairs  and  looking  most  unsightly 
Brushing,  even  when  it  is  dry.  makes  very  little 
difference  to  this  caked  manure,  and  to  pull  It 
off  makes  matters  very  much  worse,  for  the 
hair  comes  off  with  It.  leaving,  as  one  so  fre- 
quently sees,  hairless  patches    It  really  Is  quite 
simple  enough  to  remove  It,  for  all  that  needs 
to  be  done  Is  to  dab  a  little  water  on  it  until 
the  lumps  are  well  soaked     Then  It  can  be 
« ashed  out  with  warm  water.    But  after  this  Is 
rtcr  <•  although  all  the  manure  has  gone,  yet 
i here  is  enough  left  to  make  the  hair  look  un- 
pleasant.  JusVjet  It  dry  and  the  next  day  you' 
v.lll  nnd  that  the  body  brush  will.

A  currycomb  is  very  useful  to  assist  you  In 
the  work,  for  not  only,  will  it  remove  hard  mud 
without  Injuring  the  hair,  but  also  it  keeps  the 
brush  In  good  working  order.

\  OREAT  number  of  hardy  annuals  are 
f\  better  sown  In  the  Fall  than  in  the 
Spring.  Treated  In  this  way,  they 
will  give  their  bloom  much  earlier  and  will 
develop  into  larger  plants. 

Among  the  subjects  which  may  be  sown 
now  are  Shirley  Poppies,  annual  Delphiniums, 
annual  Chrysanthemums.  Oodetias  and  many 
others 

If  these  are  sown  broadcast  now  and  well 
thinned  out  In  the  Spring,  the  result  will  be  a 
revelation  to  those  who  have  been  In  the  habit 
of  sowing  these  seeds  In  the  Spring  only. 

The  following  list  will  perhaps  help  readers 
to  make  a  selection  for  the. purpose  above  re- 
ferred to 

Annual  Chrysanthemums  may  be  had  in 
many  natned  varieties,  which  coinc  fairly  true 
from  seed;  these  vary  In  color  from  primrose 
to  dark  yellow  with  different  colored  zones. 

There  are  single  and  double  Oodetias,  in 
bright  rose,  deep  rose,  crimson  and  mauve,  all 
of  which  are  well  worth  growing 

Nigella  and  eschscholtzia  make  a  wonderful 
combination  when  sown  together,  which 
should  be  done  In  the  Fall.  The  pale  blue 
and  the  golden  yellow  make  a  great  sight  in 
the  mas*. 

Must  Be  Thinned 

twHIRLEY  a/id  other  annual  popples  should 
be  sown  at  once,  but  remember  this,  that 
they  must  be  thinned  out  with  a  very  heavy 
hand  The  plant.s  should  'not  be  nearer  to 
each  other  than  eight  or  ten  inches  It  seems 
hard  to  destroy  so  many  seedlings,  but  it  must 
be  done  if  one  Is  to  have  really  good  poppies. 

Oypsophlla  elegans  the  annual  gypsophlla. 
Is  another  subject  tor  Fall  sowing  It  Is  most 
useful  for  mixing  with  other  cut  flowers  for 
house  decoration 

Cornflowers,  of  all  shades,  are  always  sown 
In  the  fa  11  by  market  growers,  nnd  the  result 
Is  early  blooms  of  one  of  the  very  best  cutting 
flowers  that  grows. 

The  Sweet  8ultan  is  a  first  cousin  to  the 
above.  It  Is  also  a  very  flne  subject  for  cut- 
ting, but  be  sure  that  there  Is  some  lime 
added  to  the  soil  In  which  the  seed  Is  sown. 

Larkspur,  or  annual  Delphiniums,  do  much 
better  when  Fall-sown.  The  beautiful  pink 
varieties  which  may  now  be  had  are  worthy 
of  a  place  in  the  most  refined  garden. 

Oki  Fashion* d  Hut  (.ami 

"T^HE  old-fashioned  pot  marigolds*  have 
taken  on  a  new  lease  of  life  by  the  In- 
troduction of  the  new  variety  Campflre  This 
may  be  sown  at  any  time  of  the  year,  but  a 
Fall  sowing  will  Insure  a  wealth  of  its  won- 
derful scarlet -orange  blooms  early  in  the 
year 

Fall-sown  sweet  peas  are  often  murh  ahead 
of  those  sown  In  the  Spring  The  seedlings 
are  stronger,  as  a  rule,  and  will  require  more 
rocm  to  fully  develop.  As  to  the  varieties  to 
sow.  there  nre  so  many  to  choose  from  thet 
the  -election  must  be  left  to  the  individual 
rf.anter  One  thing  may  be  said,  however  in- 
clude In  your  selection  some  of  the  well-known 
and  tried  varieties 

The  Perennial  Border 

'r'HIS  is  the  time  of  year  when  the  peren- 
nial borders  should  be  given  attention. 
The  planus  should  be  rut  down  and.  If  neces- 
sary, dug  out  and  divided  Some  perennial 
plant*  get  overgrown  In  a  very  short  Mme  and 
these  must  be  divided  and  the  centres,  which 
out  discarded  and  some  of  the  out- 
replanted 

The  work  In  the  perennial  border  should  be 
before  too  much  rain  fall*  and

•  be  completed  before  Christmas.  It  may  be 
necessary  to  Incorporate  some  bonemeal  or 
other  fertilizer  In  the  borders,  and  if  this  1* 
the  case.  It  Is  better  to  use  a  fairly  coarse 
grade  of  bonemeal.  a*  the  very  flne.  dustlike 
quality  is  apt  to  leech  out  during  the  Winter 
rains. 

Construction  Work  !\oiv 

I  F  there  is  any  new  construction  to  do  In  the 
garden,  such  as  building  a  rock  garden  or 
other  feature,  now  Is  the  time  to  take  It  in 
hand  If  a  good  start  Is  made.  It  can  be  con- 
tinued and  finished  during  the  Winter,  the 
work  being  done  on  fine  days. 

Everything  that  can  be  done  in  the  Fall 
will  help  in'  the  Spring  when  there  is  so  much 
to  do  in  the  garden. 

Planting  of  all  kinds  may  be  undertaken 
now  Roses  and  shrubs  should  be  planted  a* 
soon  as  they  can  be  obtained  from  the 
nursery.  Fruit  trees  and  small  fruit  bushes  are 
best  put  In  as  soon  as  possible  In  fact,  one 
must  remember  that  the  Fall  is  the  beginning 
of  the  gardener's  year. 


Pig* 


Y^MfEN  you  have  once  seen  the  tiny  worms 
that  cause  gapes  in  poultry.  It  ts  not 
hard  to  understand  how  Ijusk  In  pigs  Is  also 
caused  by  little  parasitic  worms  which  lodge 
in  the  windpipe  and  bronchial  tubes.  One  of 
the  most  effective  ways  of  removing  these 
worms  is  to  Inject  ten  to  fifteen  drops  of 
rhloroform  up  each  nostril  with  a  small 
syringe  It  takes  three  Injections  as  a  rule  to 
kill  all  the  worms,  repeated  at  lntervaLs  of 
four  or  five  days.  But.  even  then,  you  may 
not  have  removed  them  all  from  the  pigs 
system,  as  they  undoubtedly  spend  some  of 
their  life  In  the  digestive  system.  A  dose  of 
worm  powder  should,  therefore,  be  given  after 
a  night's  fast  and  repeated  after  about  three 
days.  Probably  the  worms,  or  their  eggs,  are 
being  picked  up  from  a  yard  of  stale  pasture, 
and  after  you  have  once  cleared  the  pigs  of 
them  you  should  prevent  your  animals  becom- 
ing relnfesied  by  giving  them  the  run  of  some 
fresh  grass  land  The  old  tainted  land  should 
be  heavily  dressed  with  lime  and  kept  clear  of 
pigs  for  at  least  six  months  if  possible. 

A  good  sausage  trade  mean;;  much  to  plg- 
kreping  as  a  wholp.  because  It  finds  a  market 
for  old  pigs  and  others  that  are  unsuitable 
for  pork  and  bacon  Lately  these  have  sold 
fairly  well,  and  let  us  hope  they  will  continue 
to  do  so. 

If  any  of  you  have  an  opportunity  of  learn- 
ing the  .secrets  of  sausage-making,  Jump  at 
the  chance  There  is  a  good  deal  to  learn,  but, 
as  you  will  find,  per  pie  are  only  too  glad  to 
buy  home-made  sausages  of  really  choice 
quality,  nnd  there  Is  good  money  to  be  made 
in  this  way. 


Points  to  Watch  For  in 


L>LIOHT  Is  going*  to  do  damage  to  potatoes 
in  storage  this  Winter,  we  are  certain, 
so  keep  a  strict  watch  on  them  An  evil  smell, 
a  softneas  and  a  "funny"  appearance  all  Indi- 
cate that  things  are  going  wrong  where  pota- 
toes are  inside  Watch  the  clamp  outside,  too. 
and  If  it  sags  badly,  open  It  at  once,  remove 
a)]  diseased  tubers  and  reclamp  the  others. 

One  point  to  remember  about  this  disease 
Is  that  It  1*  contageous  and  one  evil  tuber  may 
contaminate  half  a  dozen  round  It.  Sort  your

TP  HE  time  has  arrived  when  the  many  thou- 
sands who  now  go  In  for  fur-rabbit  keeping 
•  meaning  the  keeping  of  those  rabbits  whose 
fur  Is  useful  to  the  furrier— Chinchillas,  Bev- 
erens.  Havana-,  and  so  oni  can  begin  to  think 
of  "reaping"  their  "harvest  ."  The  pelt-buying 
season,  closed  since  last  March,  has  opened 
once  again  Now  the  first  point  for  your  con- 
sideration is  Are  your  pelts  flt  to  go  to  the 
furrier?  True  we  have  Just  said  that  the  pelt- 
buying  season  has  opened,  but  that  does  not 
necessarily  mean  that  all  fur  rabbits  are  flt  to 
be  killed  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  will  be 
verv,  very  few  that  are — only  those  which, 
born  early  in  the  year,  have  progressed  rapidly 
The  whole  point  Is  this:  You  may  only  kill 
a  pelt  rabbit  when  it  1*  definitely  through 
the  moult  If  you  kill  It  before,  the  value  of 
the  pelt  will  definitely  be  depreciated  by  25  to 
50  per  cent  Freedom  from  moult  traces  Is 
more  important  than  thickness  of  fur— more 
important  than  anything  eke*  Here  Is  the 
reason  On  the  skin  side  of  the  pelt  of  a  rab- 
bit that  Is  moulting  dark  marks  are  present. 
These  marks  are  caused  by  the  blood  which  Is 
circulating  In  the  skin  when  promoting  the 
growth  of  the  new  fur.  In  the  ordinary  way. 
moulting  completed,  the  marks  will  disappear, 
leaving  the  skin  a  clear  and  creamy  yellow  all 
over.  If,  however,  the  rabbit  is  killed  when 
the  dark  marks  are  present— before,  that  Is.  the 
new  fur  lias  formed— the  blood  that  causes 
them  will  decompose  and.  as  a  result,  the  fur 
will  be  liable  to  fall  out  in  such  places  during 
the  various  processes  through  which  the  skin 
Is  put  when  being  prepared  for  the  furrier. 
The  furrier  knows  that  and  will  not  buy  a  skin 
with  dark  skin  markings  On  the  other  hand, 
he  will  pay  top  price  for  the  clear  skin  that  he 
can  depend  upon  to  make  a  strong,  perfect 
leather  with  which  he  can  do  anything  in  rea- 
son. 

To  Tell  U  hen  the  Moult  Is  (h  er 

J^UT,  you  ask.  how  are  you  to  know  when 
moulting  la  completed?    There  are  defi- 
nite methods  of  doing  this     First  of  all,  you 
notice  whether  the  fur  seems  to  be  of  even 
length  and  full  grown  all  over.   If  no  fault  can 
be  found  In  this  respect  you  gently  pluck  at 
the  fur  on  the  sides  and  rumps    If  any  hairs 
come  away  as  a  result,  the  animal  Is  not  ready 
Finally,  you  blow  open  the  fur  and  examine  the 
.*kln    If  this  is  the  least  dark  or  discolored  in 
nny  spot,  the  fur  In  that  region  1*  still  In  full 
growth.    The  last  place  to  clear  Is  generally  a 
ridge  along  the  rump  Just  above  the  tall,  where 
the  skin  Is  difficult  to  see    If  the  rabbit  is  be- 
lieved to  be  ready,  but  a  hair  can  be  pulled 
from  here  without  difficulty,  you  will  have  to 
wait  at  least  another  three  week*    We  should 
say  that  most  of  you  will  have  to  wait  until  well 
on  in  December  before  moat  of  your  rabbit*, 
as  proved  by  the  above  tests,  are  ready  for 
killing    One  rannot  often  rely  upon  clear  pelts 
from  every  animal  in  a  rabbltry  until  after 
Christmas    Supposing  vou  have  satisfied  your- 
self that  a  rabbit  1*  fully  moulted,  your  task 
will  be  to  kill  it.    The  usual  way  of  killing  a 
iur  rabbit  is  to  hold  it  up  by  the  hind  legs,  and 
when  It  ceases  to  kick,  to  stun  It.  with  a  sharp 
blow  on  the  top  of  the  head  or  Just  behind  the 
cars,  then  bleeding  it.    The  best  way  of  all. 
how  l' jr.  Is  by  dislocating  the  neck,  this  being 
done  In  a  moment  with  a  particular  turn  of 
the  wrist  worth  learning  from  a  skilled  slaugh- 
terman   If  a  rabbit  is  then  skinned  immedi- 
ately It  1*  thus  killed,  so  much  of  the  blood  Is 
removed  with  the  viscera  that  It  la  hardly 
necessary  to  bleed    The  way  to  bleed  a  rabbit 
which  is  merely  stunned,  as  described  above, 
is  to  Insert  a  sharp  knife  (surgical  blade)  in 
the  neck,  and  to  make  a  cut  outwards  to  sever 
the  Jugular  vein    As  no  blood  must  be  allowed 
to  get  on  to  the  fur.  either  directly  or  by  hav- 
ing the  operating  table  soiled  with  It.  it  1*  ad- 
visable to  tie  up  the  bead  of  the  rabbit  In  a 
piece  of  greaseproof  paper    Well,  the  rabbit  1* 
killed,  and  now  the  next  operation  1*  to  skin  it. 
this  being  done  before  It  Is  disemboweled  Do 
not  do  the  skinning  at  once.  Although  It  Is  fatal 
to  the  future  value  of  the  fur  to  "hang"  the 
rebblt  or.  In  warm  weather,  even  to  leave  the 
pelt  on  for  some  hours,  it  is  equally  disastrous 
to  get  the  fur  covered  with  bloodstains  The 
professional  plan  Is  to  leave  the  carcase  hang- 
ing head  downward  In  an  airy  position  for.  say. 
half  an  hour,  by  whfc-h  time  the  blood  will,  a* 
a  rule,  have  partially  coagulated 

The  Skinning  Operation 

A  T  the  expiration  of  thl*  period,  take  the 
rabbit  down  and  lay  It  on  Its  back  on  the 
operating  table  on  a  piece  of  clean  newspaper 
Pick  up  a  fold  of  skin  In  the  centre  of  the  belly 
between  the  finger  and  thumb  and  with  a  very 
sharp-pointed  knife  or  a  pair  of  small  pointed 
scissors  "which  we  always  consider  the  easier 
of  the  two  to  use»  pierce  a  hole  In  the  akin 
Take  the  greatest  care  not  to  cut  the  Inner 
membrane  which  holds  the  Intestines  In  place 
In  fact,  the  cut  of  the  knife  should  alwaya  be 
upwards  Now  cut  In  a  straight  line  down  the 
centre  of  the  body,  thus  freeing  the  iMn  from 
the  Internal  organs,  and  either  cut  off  the  tail 
or.  much  better  still,  cut  through  the  muscle* 
at  the  base  of  the  tall  and  draw  the  tail  bone 
out.  leaving  the  tall  on  to  give  an  attractive 
finish  to  the  pelt     Next  work  out  each  thigh 

bv  putting  the  Angers  in  the  pocket  formed 
tetween  the  flesh  and  the  pelt»  until  it  ts  free 
to  the  hocks,  where  the  fur  must  be  cut  off 
You  can  now,  if  you  wish,  make  a  cut  between 
the  tenden  and  bone  of  one  hind  leg  at  the 
heel,  pass  *he  other  hind  foot  through  It.  and 
hang  the  carcase  by  the  loop  so  formed,  doing 
the  re*t  of  the  skinning  wHh  the  carcase  thus 
suspended  Alternatively,  you  can  continue  to 
unrk  with  the  carcase  lying  on  the  table  In 
either  case  the  pelt  is  eaally  pulled  off  as  far 
as  the  foreleg*  where  It  must  be  cut  when  the 
skin  has  been  pulled  down  to  the  feet  The 
next  obstacle  will  be  the  ears,  over  each  of 
which  the  skin  must  be  cut  A  further  pull  will 
take  the  pelt  off  up  to  the  Hps  where  a  fur- 
ther cutting  will  free  it  altogether  The  pelt 
Is  now  inside  nut  In  sleeve  form  and  It  is  nec- 
esaarv  to  remove  the  h«*d  skin  ecrafully  bv 


cutting  It  off  round  the  neck  The  pelt  should 
then  be  opened  up  by  making  a  straight  cut 
from  the  centre  of  the  underside  of  the  neck 
to  the  place  where  a  start  was  made  on  the 
belly.  The  thighs  must  be  slit  open,  if  this  has 
not  already  been  done,  but  the  forelegs  should 
be  left  as  they  are  to  dry  Into  little  pencil- 
like  projections  The  next  stage  Is  the  drying 
of  the  pelt  With  one-Inch  French  nails  pin 
the  pelt  out  on  a  board  without  stretching, 
pulling  or  dragging  It  In  any  direction  or  leav- 
ing It  In  folds  and  pleats  If  there  Is  much  fat 
on  the  pelt,  scrape  this  off  with  a  knife  Now 
hang  up  the  board  with  Its  pelt  In  an  airy  posi- 
tion for  from  three  to  five  days  Be  sure  to 
keep  it  well  out  of  the  possible  reach  of  cats, 
dogs,  rats  and  mice,  which  will  make  short 
work  of  destroying  It  If  given  the  slightest  op- 
portunity Bluebottle  flies  are  also  a  menace 
to  the  drying  pelts  In  the  early  Autumn  No 
chemicals  or  preservative*  must  be  put  on  the 
pelt.  It  must  be  simply  air-dried 

When  perfectly  dry  the  pelts  can  be  taken  off 
their  boards  For  dispatch  to  the  skin  mer- 
chant, they  should  be  placed  In  pairs -flesh  to 
flesh  and  fur  to  fur.  so  that  no  greasy  flesh 
side  comes  In  contact  with  a  fur  side  when  the 
pelt*  are  plied  together  If  the  number  Is  small 
they  can  be  made  up  Into  a  flat,  strong  brown 
paper  parcel  and  sent  by  post  Big  consign- 
ment* should  be  sent  in  a  returnable  packing 
case  by  rail  or  road 

We  shall  have  more  to  say  on  the  marketing 
of  the  pelt*  later  on. 


Selection  and  Prepara- 
tion of  Grain  for 
Exhibition

•  Experimental  Farm  Note» 

NE  of  the  main  feature*  to  keep  in  mind 
when  getting  ready  for  the  grain  and  seed 
fair  Is  the  proper  selection  and  preparation  of 
the  grain  for  exhibition.  There  is  nothing 
which  detracts  so  much  from  the  appearance 
of  a  grain  exhibit  and  tends  to  keep  the  Judge 
from  putting  on  the  red  ribbon  as  a  lack  of 
some  consideration  to  these  features.  In  fact, 
a  Judge  Is  not  Infrequently  forced  to  turn  down 
the*  best  sample  of  grain  because  It  has  not 
been  properly  prepared  Uniformity  In  size, 
color,  and  quality  of  the  component  parts  of 
ahy  grain  exhibit  1*  always  to  be  desired  and 
this  ts  rarely  obtained  without  considerable 
work  In  selection  and  preparation. 

The  exhibitor  who  1*  anxiou*  to  make  a  good 
showing  should  begin  to  look  over  his  fields 
early  In  the  seaaon  for  suitable  material,  and 
this  applies  particularly  to  sheaf  exhibits  For 
best  results  In  preparing  sheaves  It  Is  better 
not  to  have  the  grain  exposed  to  rain  or  heavy 
dews. 

At  the  Dominion  Experimental  Station. 
Kapuskoslng.  Ontario.  It  has  been  found  that 
ar.  ordinary  barn  floor  with  the  doors  open  on 
both  sides  makes  an  excellent  place  for  cutin? 
material  from  which  to  prepare  sheaves.  In 
this  way  both  the  straw  and  grain  can  be  well 
cured  and  the  color  still  maintained 

With  threshed  grain  proper  drvlng  Is  essen- 
tial, after  which  all  foreign  matter  should  be 
removed  and  the  grain  passed  over  a  sieve 
which  will  let  the  smaller  kernels  pass  through 
leaving  a  sample  that  ts  large,  plump  and  uni- 
form 

In  many  ca*es.  by  taking  Just  a  little  extra 
care  In  the  selection  and  preparation  of  the 
grain  Intended  for  exhibition  the  general  ap- 
pearance as  well  a*  the  value  of  the  exhibit 
from  the  standpoint,  of  education  could  be 
considerably  Improved 


Three  Good  Goat  Tips 

J  F  y.ou  n*v*  «°t  a  goat  which  i*  too  thin.  M 
should  be  fed  up  without  loss  of  time,  and 
when  once  it  is  in  decent  condition,  you  must 
see  that  it  does  not  lose  ground  again  When 
In  poor  condition,  cosy  quarters  must  be  given, 
for  the  cold  is  felt  more  keenly  than  when 
decently  fleshed.  To  regain  condition  a* 
rapidly  a*  possible  feed,  of  course,  hay  and 
green  stuff,  or  roots,  freely,  and  In  addition 
give  a  good  mash  of  half  broad  bran  and  half 
malzemeal  in  the  morning  and  linseed  cake  at 
night.  Approximately  one  pound  of  «on- 
rentrated  food  per  day  may  be  given  per  one 
hundred  pound*  live  weight,  but  also  take  the 
milk  yield  Into  account  If  need  be 

The  home-reared  goat  is  not  usually  either 
shy  or  timid,  but  at  times  a  purchased  animal 
may  be  handicapped  by  one  or  both  of  these 
drawback*  Wrongful  and  harsh  treatment 
are  the  causes,  and  the  only  way  of  curing  Is 
consistently  to  give  the  most  kindly  and  sym- 
pathetic treatment  possible  The  animal  ha« 
lost  •'s  confidence  in  human  beings,  and  this 
confidence  need*  to  be  restored  This  can 
only  be  done  by  perseverance,  patience  and  a 
careful  »uidy  of  the  Individual  temperament 

Now  that  hand-feeding  has  to  be  depended 
upon,  every  goat  keeper  should  remember  that 
table  scraps  come  In  most  useful  for  goat- 
feedlng.  and  may  help  considerably  where 
there  Is  any  shortage  of  ordinary  goat  foods 
Meat  will  be  eaten  If  run  through  the  mlnrer 
and  Judiciously  mixed  with  meals,  etc.  and 
cooked  vegetables,  fruits  and  puddings  of  all 
descriptions  will  not  only  be  eaten,  but  also 
relished  and  tend  to  provide  variety.
